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Tue Jewish Year, which will conclude on Monday evening, will be memorable in 
Jewish annals as that in which Baron ne Hirscn died. The administration of 
the enormous benefactions of the deceased Baron has lost his own controlling 
influence, and is now vested, through his own foresight, in a Council upon 
which the Jews of England, France, Germany and Belgium will be represented 
by Delegates. The English representatives already chosen are Mr. ALrrep L, 
Conen and Mr. Hervert G. Lovsana. Great as was the Baron’s munificence in 
hie life time, it pales before the stupendous capital amount which he has placed 
at the disposal of this Council of Administration. The delegates have not yet 
met to consicer the principles upon which they will discharge their great trust. 
We may, however, rest assured that the enormous Fund will be administered with 
due regard to the wise-hearted desires of the deceased Baron, whose Napoleonic 
methods of tinance were applied by him to his cherished and gigantic Scheme for 
raising the social, educational and material condition of oppressed Jews whither- 
soever they might be led to seek an amelioration of their lot. 


A political rather than philanthropic Scheme for meeting anti-Semitism was 
launched before a startled world by Dr. Henzt, a feuilletonist of Vienna. 
Dr. Herzt advocates the formation of a Jewish State. But a few days 
before Dr. Herz. promulgated his views, we published a _ letter 
from Mr. Ho_man who—unlike the Vienna publicist—is evidently inepired 
by a religious impulse, making a fervent cill to the Jews to bring about a 
Restoration to Palestine. Dr. Henrzi, in addresses to the Maccab:eans and at a 
Zionist welcome meeting at the Jewish Working Men's Club, appeared to bo willing 
to adapt his Scheme for the founding of a Jewish State by localising it in Palestine 
and thus secure for it the support of those whose pious aspirations tind expres- 
tion in Chovevi Zion Associations. The Jewish Nationalist movement has 
certainly received a great impulso during the year, It has not been confined to 
Some interesting exhibits at Berlin give practical 
proofs what progress the Jewish Colonies in the Holy Land have already made; 
and what Jewish colonists have already accomplished is taken to ba the best in- 
dication of what they can achieve. The Restoration of Jews to the Holy Land is 
proceeding apace, although in a less heroic manner than the imagination of men 
of the stamp of Dr. Henzi and Mr. conceived. The counsel of 
despair promulgated by Dr. Herz. can be appreciated by observing the course 
which anti-Semitism has taken in Vienna during the year. The Municipal Council is 
now controlled by anti-Semites, and their chosen leader, Dr. Lurcer, has been 
elected Burgomaster. The Emrenor refused to ratify the election, and 
the Council was dissolved. But Dr. Lurier was again returned at the head of a 


fervent writings and epeeches. 


triumphant party. The Emrenor acted with his accustomed tact and statesmanship, 


He gave audience to Dr, Luccer, and prevailed upon bim not to accept the post, 
and an awkward crisis was averted without Francis Joseri modifying his 
antagonistic attituce towards anti-Semitism. In Hungary the Bill for removing 
Jewish disabilities in Hungary was pissed despite the long continued Clerical 
opposition. This clerical influence, it must be remembered, is the predominant 
element in Vienna politics. 

It is, however, towards Russia that we turn with the deepest interest for 
signs of relaxation of the legal restrictions upon the freedom of the Jaws. Ever 
since the coronation of the Tsar, correspondents who claim special sources of 
information have told us that there is a desire in oflicial quarters to loosen the 
bonds which fetter the Russian Jews and mark them out asa people apart, whom 
the Governinent delights not to honour. At first, it was believed that although 
the representatives of every small sect in the great Muscovite Empire would be 
invited to the coronation, the Jews were not to baso0 honoured, But, much satisfac- 
tion was felt when it was officially announced at the last moment that Rabbis 
from St. Petersburg, Moscow and Warsaw would be ofliciaily invited. These 
Rabbis were decorated by the Tsar, and by a coincidence the lowest class of the 
order conferred upon them consisted of a medallion instead of a cross. It is not 
u-ual to look a gift horse in the mouth, and one need not examine too closely into 
the motives which prompted what still appears to have been a consideration for the 
scruples of Orthodox Rabbis against wearing a cross even as a decoration con- 
ferred upon them by the Emperor. Reports of impending concessions to Russian 
Jews have reached us within the last few weeks, and these find some confirmation 
by such incidents as the fact that even M. Ponieponosverr, the Head of the 
Holy Synod, has declared that he is not responsible for the persecution of Jews 
in Kussia, the reasons for which he declares to be social ard politival out not reli- 
gious. Of course, the explanation must be taken for what it is worth, seeing that 
Jews who go through the form of conversion to the Orthodox faith get rid of 
most of the galling restrictions placed upon the freedom of Jews who remain 
faithful to their ancestral faith. M. PobiepoNoszerr’s declaration is an impor- 
tant historical fact, as showing that this exalted and intluential official now feels it 
necessary to endeavyvur to explain away the oppression he was believed formerly 
to defend if not to promote. Meanwhile, the restrictions upon foreign Jews 
visiting Russia have been relaxed. ‘The centre of interest for the moment isin the 
notorious May Laws. A circular has been issued to local authorities asking for 
information up.n the working and tho effect of those Laws. The wording of 
this circular left uuch to be desired so far as any benevolent predisposition could 
be discovered therein, But we are bidden to be patient. Nothing tangible has 
yet been reported, but conceesion seems to be “in the air.” Something, too, is 
hoped from the visits of the Emperor and Empress to the other Courts of Europe, 
where the Tsar cannot fail to be impressed by the different position which Jews 


occupy in the countries he will visit, to that of the Jews in his own dominions, » 
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In the forefront of Jews who have achieved exalted positions, is Sigaor 
Luisi Luzzarri, who took office in the Italian Cabinetjas Minister of the Treasury. 

At home, at any rate, there has been no sign of active anti-Semitism. An 
unfriendly article in the Quarterly served the useful purpose of exhibiting the 
little impression such venomous attacks make in fair-minded England. The 
writer's aitempt to widen the area of discussion in a reply to two 
articles in the Fortnightly, by Mr. I. J. Coury, served still further to prove 
the powerlessness of the Quarterly Keviewer to bring iato activity any latent hatred 
of Jews which may stili linger in the minds of envious or ignorant people. An 
impartial survey of ‘the eprings and sources of Modern Jow Baiting is 
published in this month's Nincteenth Century, from the pen of Dr- 
Evi. Reicu. But this article has not assumed the more positive 
friendly attitude of M. Zola in his vigorous contribution to the 
Figaro entitled “ Pour les Juife,” of which we published a translation. Neither 
writer referred to the peculiar case of the Jews of Roumania, who were expressly 
Promised: by the Treaty of Berlin a position of porfect civil and_ political 
equality with all other subjects of the Kingdom created by that Treaty. Owing, 
however, to the chicanery of Roumanian statesmen the Jews were cheated out 
of those rights in tho sight of Europe, and uot a voice is heard in denunciation 
of the contemptible political trick. The position of the Jews hag gone from bad 
to woree year by year. During the past twelvemonths personal outrages have 
been perpetrated upon the Jews with aa much impunity as they have been in 
Morocco, where no pretence is made of the protection of life and property 
generally. 

A favourite form of displaying anti-Jewish hostility in England is by the 
advocacy of restricting alien immigration, a form of protection of native industry 
which finds advocates evenin Jewish circles. A Dill on the subject was promised 
in the (Jueen’s Speech, but fortunately none was introduced, One of the principal 
Government measures of the Session—the Education Bill—was bronugit in with 
the avowed intention of aiding Voluntary Schools. Despite the fact of its second 
reading having .been carried by an enormous majority, it was withdrawn. 
Opinion in the community was by no means unanimous as to the practical value 
of the Bill to the Jewish elementary schools, though there seemed to prevai] 
among the executive of the Jewish Religious’ Education Board a very decided 
opinion that the work upon which that Board is principally engaged—the religious 
instruction of Jewish pupils in Board Schoole—would have been greatly 
helped had the Bill become Law. The Chief Rabbi proposed before the 
measure was introduced that Lord Satisuury should be memorialised by the 
Jewish Education Board to include in it provision for extending facilities for the 
religious instruction of Jewish pupils at Board Schools ; but the proposal was 
negatived by a narrow majority, and those who defeated’ the motion lay claim 
to great prescience, for the fate of the Billis believed to be greatly due to the 
attitude of its friends who, as it were, smothered it in their love for it. The 
Jewish Religious Education Board is showing serious signs of congenital weak- 
ness, and any relaxation of its present burdens would bea great boon in view 
of ite financial straits. I!s meetings during the year have borne evidence tiat 
the elements of which it is composed have not yet acquired the power of 
cohesion necessary to ensure improved principles of instruction, as weil 
as the. indispensable financial expport, required to extend the work of the 
Board. Jews’ College was able, through the good offices of Mr. S. ALEXANDER, to 


- induce the Council of the United Synagogue to double the annua! grant. 


The question of training students for the Jewish Ministry has occuvied 
much attention in the community during the past year, owing to a painful 
incident connected with Montefiore College, Ramegate. The Principal, Dr. 
Gaster—who.is also, it will be remembered, Haham of the Spanish and Portu- 
guese Congregation—had resolved to confer the Rabbinical Diploma on two 
students of the College who had obtained the Doctor’s Degree from Heidelberg 
University instead of taking the more obvious course of passing the examinations 
of the University of London. Dr. Gaster decided to make his conferment of the 
degree upon the two young mena public function, and persisted in his strange 
resolve despite the protest of Mr. Scurwzik, the Talmudical Professor at the 
College. Mr. Scarwzik charged the students with being inefficient and with 
having created local scandal by immoral conduct. Dr. Gaster took the unusual 
course of suspending Mr. Scuewz1k, who thereupon reiterated the charges and 
demanded an impartial investigation, The controversy excited widespread 
interest, and much personal feeling was evoked. Committees were appointed to 
consider the charges made against the students and Dr. Gastrr. Eventually, the 
Elders decided, by a large majority, to close the Ramsgate College and to 
terminate the engegements of Dr. GAsTeR as Principal, and of the Professors. 
Thereupon a requisition was presented to tho Mahainad requesting them to 
convene a general meeting of the congregation to discuss a resolution, which was 
proposed by Mr. Joseru De Casrno, calling upon Dr. Gasrerto resign his position 
of Haham of the congregation. The opposition to this resolution was led by Sir 
Francis Monreriong, and in the end a vote of unabated confidence in 
Dr. GASTER was carried by a vote of 75 to 49. Mma%p> 9D. For some 
time there has been advocated in our columns an amalgamation of Jews’ 
College, Tavistock Square, Montefiore College, Ramsgate, and Aria Coilege, 
Portsea. Those who had endeavoured to give these views practical form 
despaired of success. But affairs at Bevis Marks gave warrant to Mr. F. D. 
Mocartra to approach the Managers of Ramsgate College and Jews’ College with 
the view of representatives of both institutions conferring together to consider 
how far concerted action, if not actual amalgamation, was possible. The 
precarious tenancy of Tavistock House—the lease of which will soon expire— 
has tended to strengthen the desire for a College for Training Jewish Ministers 
that should be worthy of the present position of the Anglo-Jewish community. 
Some advocate its establishment at Oxford or Cambridge. If a fusion of the 


Colleges bo feasible the Council of Jews’ College have signitied their willingness 
to accept Montefiore College as the title of the joint institution, so that one 
sentimental obstacle has been rernoved from the path which leads to amalgatma- 
tion. Far more pleasing than the Ramsgate incident, in the record during the 
year of the Sephardi community, was tue laying of the foundation-stone of the 
Branch Synagogue in Lauderdale Road, Maida Hill. The ceremony was 
performed by the President of the Eldera, Sir Joserit SepacG Monreriore, in the 
presence of a large and representative gathering. On a more modest scale was 
the laying, by Mr. B. L. Couey, M.P., of the foundation-stone of tie enlarged 
Hammersmith Synagogue, which was reconsecrated in June by the Cuier Ragu, 
who congratulated the small congregation on setting such a remarkable example 
of successful congregational singing at the consecration service as well as on all 
ordinary occasions. The youngest Branch of the United Synagogue, the South 
Hackney Synagogue, was formally admitted as a constituent congregation of the 
Union, and active steps are being taken to erect the sacred edilice in a neighbeur- 
hood teeming with a Jewish population. The East End Scheme has made no 
such progress. ‘Two years ago, a resolution approving the erection of a large 
synegogue on. a site acquired in Commercial Road was approved by a large 
majority. In January last the Council adopted the further Scheme of the 
Honorary Officers, voted £5,000 towards the erection of the synagogne, and 
authorised an appeal to the public for subscriptions to the Building Fund. 
Nevertheless, the East End Scheme still hangs tire. Sir Samer. Monraav, as 
President of the Federation of Synagogues, continues his opposition to the erection 
of a large edilice and wishes to reduce the proportions of the building to those 
of the Great Synagogue in Duke's Place. We put forth a plea for peace and for a 
final settlement of the protracted controversy. A conference was held between 
Sir Samcet Montacu and,the Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue, with 
the result that a compromise was arranged. On the amended Scheme being 
presented to the Council it was damned with faint praise by Lord Roruscuiin, 
who presided and moved its adoption. Mr. Noau Davis who, as Overseer of 
the Poor, has been a leading spirit in the matter throughout, did not fail to 
denounce—with his accustomed astringent consistency—what he described as the 
one-sided compromise. He did'not disgemble his aversion, and wished’ to kick the 

mended Scheme down the stairs. An awkward position, however, was saved by 
the appointment of yet another Special Committee further to consider the East 
End Scheme. This Committee was appointed as far back as the middle of May 
last, but not a single meeting has yet been convened... The trend of opinion on 
the subject is towards the erection of a large secular hall which can be adapted for 
services on special occasions. In the meanwhile, the fow remaining members of 
the Hambro’ Synagogue are without a regularly appointed synagogue, despite 
their protests and threats to take legal steps to compel the Council of the United 
Synagogue to erect a new Hambro’ Synagogue within two miles of the original 
edifice in Fenchurch Street which was closed on condition that this substitution 
should be made. 

The Berkeley Street Synagogue has also made no further progress with a 
controversy which has engaged the attention of its Council of Founders for some 
time. It was desired by a majority of the Council to introduce more English 
into the service, and the change finds many advocates among the 
progressive members of the congregation. But it meets with yet more 
energetic, and certainly not less earnest, opposition on the part of several promi- 
nent members, among the most regular and devout of attendants at the services. 
At a general meeting in May last, the members adopted by the bare majority of 
two, a Scheme of the Council providing inter alia for the substitution of English 
for Hebrew in a few portions of the Ritual. One of the features of the meeting 
was an impassioned appeal made by Mrs. Lionet Lucas for the rejection of the 
proposal to introduce English in the Synagogue Service. _The decision in 
favour of the introduction of English was rendered abortive by the members 
having previously resolved—at the instance of Sir Puitir Magnes and 
Mr. CLaupe MonrerFiorg—+that no alteration in the Ritual should be introduced 
unless it were agreed to by a majority of one-fifth of those present at the meeting. 
Unusual interest was excited in a lay sermon deliveréd at Berkeley Street Syna- 
gogue by Mr. Cravpe G. Monteriore entitled “Qne God, One 
Worship.” On its publication in our columns, the author appended a long 
explanation tending to remove certain misconceptions of the tenour of the 
sermon, 

At Cardiff, the foundation stone of a new synagogue was laid by Colonel 
GOLDSMID, who happens to be locally interested inthis thriving Welsh town, 
owing to its being the headquarters of tne 41st Regimental District, of which he is 
in command. The Cuier Raat, Lord Winpsor, Lord Trepecar and Mr. MacLean 
M.P., likewise laid corner stones. The speeches delivered on the occasion by the 
Christian visitors gave expression to markedly friendly feeling towards Judaism 
and the Jews. A new synagogue at Pontypridd was also consecrated by the 
Cuter Raps, 

A minor item connected with a synagogue should be recorded, not that it 
has any intrinsic importance, but because it mav possibly mark a new departure. 
In lieu of the conventional distribution of prizes at the end of the Session of the 
St. John’s Wood Synagogue Religious Classes, a Special Service for Children was 
held in the synagogue ; the prizes being distributed after the religious part of the 
ceremony had concluded, Other minor incidents of the year—from which greater 
reeults are hoped for—include the formation of a Jewish Lads’ Brigade, under 
the auspices of The Maccabwans, who also have established an Education Com- 
mittee to foster and assist budding Jewish talent in elementary schools. Severd) 
Foundation Scholarships have already been presented, to be awarded under the 
direction of this Committee. 

A far more important new departure was the removal of the offices of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians from Devonshire Square toja: palatial building

specially erected in Widegate Street, Bishopsgate. The entire cost of the pur- 
chase of the site, as well as of the handsome structure, was covered by donations 
contributed by a few generous friends of the Board, at the solicitation of its 
untiringly zealous President, Mr. Bensamin L. Cougs, M.P. The architects, 
Mesers. Davis and Emanvet, gave their services quite gratuitously ; Mr. Barnow 
EMANUEL being a most devoted member of the Board. 

The Jewish Hietorical Society has proved that the ardour which marked its 
first few meetings has not exhausted itself. At several of its gatherings quite 
an enthusiasm was evoked. We have published at length nearly all the Papers 
read during the past Session. One, by Mr. Franx Hats, calling into question 
the Jewish origin of Moyse Hall, at Bury St. Edmunds, led to much discussion. 
The local tradition now holds its ground as an article of faith rather than as 
based upon irrefutable historical evidence reaching back to the pre-expulsion period. 
The Cnitr Ravei, who has taken much personal interest in the young Society, 
was elected its President in succession to Mr. Lucien Wo rr, its founder. 

There were several prominent personal changes in the administration of 
Jewish institutions. Mr. Coen, (.C., resigned the position of President 
of the Board of Deputies, and was succeeded by Sir Joseru Srnac Monreriorr, 
who also received from the QueEN the honour of Knighthood : and the Kina of 
IraLy appointed him Italian Consul-General in London. Both honours were 
expressly made in recognition of the position of the recipient as a 
representative English Jew. A new Jewish peerage was created by the 
elevation of Baron de Worm3, who adopted the title of Lord Pirerinr. 
In artistic circlee, the ‘long-anticipated honour was conferred upon 
Mr. Sotomon J. So_omon of being elected an Associate of the Royal Academy. 
In the world of Lettera, Mr. Israrn Goitancz gained the distinction of being the 
first occupant of the newly-created University. Lectureship in English at 
Cambridge. The University of Cambridge also conferred upon two distinguished 
foreign Jews—Professor Lirrermany, the historiographer of Berlin, 
and Profeseor T. M. Asser, the eminent jurist of The Hagve—the honorary 
degree of LL.D. The number of Jews who are examiners at the London Uni- 
versity was increased to three by the appointment of Professor Samvet. 
ALEXANDER as Examiner in Moral Philosophy ; the others being Dr. Sipney 
Puittirs and Mr. J. M. Soromon, We should also chronicle the 
appointment of Mr. F. H. Cowen as conductor of the Liverpool Philharmonic 
Concerts, in succession to the late Sir Coartes Hatieé. The principal Municipal 
honour of the year was conferred upon Mr. Micuacn. Emanvet, J.P., who was 
elected Mayor of Southampton. In political circles special interest was shown 


in the appointment of Lord Roriuscuitp as Chairman of the Royal Commission | 


on Old Age Pensions. A political honour of the year has now very melancholy 
associations. For some three years past the friends of Sir JuitaAN Gotnsmip had 
observed the too certain indications of his having been stricken with a fell 
disease. Despite the apparent ravages of illness Sir JoLian, with his 
accustomed devotion-to his keen and conscientious sense of duty worked untiringly 
in the public service. His tactful discharge of the duties of a Deputy Chairman 
of .the House of Commons had evoked loud praises from both sides of that 
critical assembly. The announcement that the dignity of a Privy Councillor was 
to be conferred upon him was received with general satisfaction. So far had his 
mortal Hiness made inroads upon his fast ebbing strength that it was only with 
difficulty that he could travel to Windsor to be sworn in. With gracious solici- 
tude the Quren telegraphed an enquiry as to the manner in which Sir Jonian 
had borne the journey homeward. He survived till January, when he somewhat 
suddenly succumbed. The universal expressions of sorrow testitied to his wide 
sympathies, his marvellously versatile activity andhis unstinted philanthropy. He 
was succeeded in the Presidentship. of the Anglo-Jewish Association (which 
body recently completed its twenty-tifth year), by his talented kinsman, Mr, 
Craupe Montefiore. The Chairmanship of the Russo-Jewish Committee 
has been conferred upon Sir Samver Montacr, its Treasurer since its 
formation ; and Mr, F, D. Mocatra—a brother-in-law of Sir Jut1an—was 
elected President of the Council of Founders of the Berkeley Street Synagogue. 
All these selections were unanimously made, and should go far to mitigate the 


_ irreparable Joss sustained by the Jewish community through the untimely death 


of Sir Junian Gotpsmip. The vacancy in the Parliamentary representation of 
South St. Pancras was filled by the election of his son-in-law, Mr. Herverr M. 
JesseL, second son of the late Master of the Rolls. 


In the fulness of his years Mr. Jacos Monreriorg, one of the founders of 
South Australia, died in November. The osher persons whose deaths have been 
mentioned in our columns include Mr. P. E. Van Noorpen, the musician ; Mr. 
Myer SaLamMAN, merchant and improver of house-property ; Mr. EnWarp Jacon, 
a gentle, pious Jew; Mrs. A. L. Green, a worthy companion of a worthy 
minister; Mra. Davip Lewis, a truly Jewish woman, whom the poor blessed, 
widow of a great benefactor to Liverpool and Manchester; and Mias AGnes 
SAMUEL, a sweet soul, who lived but to shed happiness on all whom she could 
reach with the sunshine of her goodness. 

Abroad the death rall has been heavier. We need here only mention a few 
names: Rabbi Yirzcuac EtLouanan Srexror, the well known Rabbi of Kowno, 
a striking and picturesque figure in Jewry—learned, powerful and benevolent ; Dr. 
Jorn MULLER, Professor at the Berlin Seminary; Dr. Moritz Kirstein, a popular 
physician and philanthropist at Berlin; and Dr. Germatn See, member of the 
French Academy of Medicine and a pathologist of European celebrity. 

To conclude with a more cheerful item, we here record the honour conferred 
upon a Parisian Jewees, Madame Furrapo-HEINE, the great French philanthropist, 
who was decorated with the Legion of Honour. 


The year 5656 has shifted many burdens to new shoulders but fortunately 


. they are those of strong and tried men in whom the community has learnt by 


past service to put its trust. Wecan greet the New Year with confidence that 
some problems left as legacies by the old year will be solved satisfactorily during 
the next twelve months,

The Rev. Francis L. Cohen, Jewish Acting-Chaplain at Aldershot, having 
informed the Chief Stall Otheer of the District that ow ing to the early occurrence 
of the Festivals, the two days of New Year would coincide with two of the 
most important exercises in _the programme of this years Manceuvres, has 
received the following reply :

THE RIOTS IN CONSTANTINOPLE, 


Sin.—Kindly allow me space in your valuable paper to give in the sence 
of oure inh Constantinople in particular, and our nation mn genera 
denial to the rumours spread in this morning's papers, that Jews living in the 
Haskeuy quarter of the Golden Horn assisted the Mussulmans in pointing — 
to them houses where Armenians lived, and that they took part in the work o 

illaye. 

‘ ‘This is a most infamous calumny, brought upon the peaceful Jewish subjects 

of the Sultan by the Armenian revolutionaries themselves. For, a letter I 

received this morning from Halidje Aglon (the very spot where the mixed popu- 

lation of Mussulmans, Armenians and Jews lives), says that at no time were 

Jews to be seen in the streets from Wednesday evening till F riday morning.

A DEFENCE OF TURKEY AND ITS SULTAN. 


Sin—tI am very sorry that apparently no English Jew has taken up the 
defence of Turkey and the Sultan against the charge of religious fanaticism now 
so frequently brought against them. We know that Turkey always has: shown 
us kindness, the present Sultan especially. Any report of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association proves this. Turkey did not boast of being a“ Mohammedan State 
in the same way as Russia proclaimed itself to be “Orthodox,” or Germany to 
be Christian. ‘Turkey had an Armenian Minister among its high officials, and 
there are many Armenians even now in the public service, Nay, the difficulties 
of Turkey spring from its lack of fanaticism. When all the European States 
proclaimed “unity of faith,” and no Protestant country allowed a subject to be at 
Catholic or rice rersa, the “ unspeakable Turk” allowed many of his subjects to be 
Christians. If Turkey hadacted like the other European States, it would now only 
have Mohammedan subjects. Christian subjects of the Sultan have to suffer from 
bad wovernment, but that has nothing to do with fanaticism. “The Mohammedan 
subject of the Sultan suffers as much from the robberies of the Kurds as does 
his Armenian neighbour, The root of the evil is not fanaticism, but lack of 
power in the Central Government. Europe has done much to ruin that power. 
” other countries, the stranver has less rights than the native ; in Turkey, 
European subjects clam more rights than ‘Turkish subjects have. european 
powers have established post offices under the pretext that the Purkish post is 
bad. No European pays taxes in Turkey. A European is not subject to the 
Turkish laws and Law Courts. As most criminals are Greecks—which 1s notorlous— 
this privilege of justice checks any attempt to keep order. If the Gsreek robber 
is delivered to his Government, it is not always certain that he is punished. 
When the notorious Greek brigand Athanas attacked the Onent express, 
the only right possessed by the Turkish Government was to repay Mr. Israel and 
others the money extorted from them. It was a good thing for these gentlemen 
that they were robbed in Turkey—the German Ambassador there asked and 
obtained damages for them, If they had been robbed in Berlin the same German 
Giovernment would have refused them anvdamages. I even remember acase when 
somebody was robbed near Berlin by an official in umform. He never obtained 
damages, and action against the Government failed, as in‘a robbery an official 
was not considered to be in the exercise of his functions, and for private robberies 
the Government assumes no responsibility. 

European Powers have placed a sort of premium on revolts in Turkey. It 1s 
all the same whether the revolt succeeds or not ; inany case, the Central Govern- 
ment is forced by the European Powers to give rebels more freedom. Cyprus, 
Bosnia and Herzegovina show ‘Turkey that her “friends” are perhaps as danger- 
ous to her welfare as her foes. Perhaps, Turkey does not always earry out 
promises or treaties, but no European State does, and ‘Turkey 1s perhaps the only 
State that is expected to perform what it has promised. , Batoum has remained a 
fortress, and the Jews of Roumania are still persecuted. In that country nobody 
cares for the Treaty of Berlin ; morals are only good for the weak—individuals 
or Governments. It was insolent of the Greek press—as a Berlin paper (Neu-ste 
Nachrichten) remarked—to charge Turkey with not keeping. her promises, when 
(ireece has cost the German and English public millions of frances by a fraudulent 
and most shameful bankruptey. Why do you English not send Sir Edgar Vincent 
to control the Greek finances in the same way as the Turkish revenues! It might 
have prevented the Greeks from spending the money due to their creditors on 
the fostering of rebellion, while ‘Turkey has to pay her creditors and has no 
money left to pay her soldiers or officials, thereby pushing them on the way of 
robbery. England did not force Greece to pay her creditors as it did not try to 
force Portugal, because these countries could not be so easily checked as Turkey. 
There is weakness on the part of Turkey, but no fanaticism. The rebellion of 
the Armenians in Constantinople was a proof against the alleged oppression. 
Polish people would not dare a similar revolt in St. Petersbury. hor would our 
Jewish brethren in Bucharest, for no rebel would return alive from sucha revolt. 

I read that some thousand armed Armenians tried to force their way to the 
palace to ask for liberty of the press, of meetings, political clubs, &c. I hold 
certain proof that they were not oppressed. Oppressed people are more timid. if 
they are such a small minority. Oppressed people do not claim liberty of the 
press, political clabs, &c. Why, we would hke to have these sort of things in 
Giermany—not to speak of Austria, Russia, &c. How little this rebellion can be 
claimed as a protest against religious fanaticism may be seen by the faet that in 
a Sociahst weekly (Meuwe Zeit, No. 42) an Armenian (a, certain Nezarbek) claims 
the Armenian “ Hentchakist” movement to be Socialist. Therefore. neither the 
behaviour of the Central Government and the Sultan nor that of the rebels leads 
to the conclusion that there is religious persecution, 

[n many papers, L saw the remark that Turkey should not be allowed to 
treat Christian people in the way it does, [t seems, therefore, that there is more 
Bartender 7 feeling in Kurope thanin Turkey. It would, perhaps, have been 

etter to proclaim the protection of the oppressed in the name of humanity. In 
the different colonies the German colonies, the Congo. the English colonies, &e. 
—there was occasion enough to denounce atrocitics. Charity begins at home. 
but it is perhaps more satisfactory to be moral at the expense of others. The 
voice of Murope has no moral weight in ‘Turkey, because Kurope itself is not 
moral in polities. ; And how would you expect to sce Turkey on the way of 
prosress, 1f you hinder her in every way from being master at home. ‘lherefore. 
a heavy responsibility for the unlucky state of Turkey weighs on the Govern- 
ments of Europe. ‘Turkey is weak, fatalistic, it let things vo as they go, but | 
sve less fanaticism or treacherous plans in Turkey than in other countries. 
Phe numerous staff of Christian hich oicials is proot that the Turkish Govern- 
ment is not fanatical; and we Jews should be well satistied if we were treated 
elsewhere as we are treated in Turkey. Therefore, I take it to be an act of 
gratitude to give Turkey our testimoma! aginst the charvre of fanaticism, which, 
is not pust,

As climate has much to do with health in the case of most men and women, 
the above data will enable future intending settlers to select the one most con- 
genial to their ailments,

AN INTERVAL IN THE KIPPUR SERVICE, 

Sir.—The awe-inspiring days have already appeared above the horizon, Our 
Shools will soon have that kind of attendance they long to see all the year 
round, viz., full to overflow ; particularly will that be the case on the Day of 
Atonement, when even those who remain at their holiday resorts over New Year, 
make it a point to flock to their favourite places of worship on that great day. 

Well, to attend synagogue on Kippur day properly, means, comme at the 
commencement of the service about ¢ oclock in the morning, cane reiEiliilic 
almost in the same position until the blast of the Shophar sounds the day out 
twelve hours duration !—giving, of course, from begining to end, all our heart 
and soul to the services we take part in, praying with untlagging devotion, 

Now, as a matter of fact, very few can accomplish this devotional feat sue- 
cessfully. The majority fail incthe attempt, try as they may. And no wonder ; 
for the stifling air of a closely packed synagogue (all ventilation notwithstanding) 
during so many hours without a break, coupled with the unsavoury odour issuiny 
from a fasting assembly, effects many a worshipper, produces languidness, drow- 
siness with attendant headache—an affliction the law never contemplated. The 
Reader, as a consequence, is but followed listlessly; the people losing the 


devotional thread at every turn, and only now and again awake to the conscious- 


ness of their duty when the Chazan lifts up his voice with extra sonorousness, 
and begin to look for the lost thread. All this oecurs about the early part of the 
afternoon. 

Would it not be advisable to have a break in the service, say, an interval 
of rest of an hour, or an hour and half (according to the length of the day) after 
Musaph, the people to go out for inhaling fresh air, while the doors and 
windows remain wide open for the adoussion of the same ? 

There need be no fear entertained that the people would not return to the 
synagogue to finish up the day, as the sanctity of Kippur has a great hold upon 
the people's mind. They will surely return at the appointed hour, refreshed, and 
in a more praverful mood for the concluding part of the service, 

Our Orthodox brethren on the Continent have adopted what I here advocate 
long ago; even the principal congregations of benighted Russia have followed 
suit. The never-to-be-forgotten Chief Rabbi Yitzchak Elebanwn Spector 
whose Orthodoxy no one would dare impugn, who was as enlightened as he was 
learned, introduced the same in Kovno in 1871, when the epidemic following 
upon the Franco-German War made itself felt in Russia. The rest he then 
instituted remains the standing order to the present day, and has been copied 
since by many an influential congregation. Might we not take a leaf out of 
their book 

The sanctity of the day will not suffer the least from the introduction of an 
hour's rest into the middle of the service, while the service itself will gain con- 
siderably in the fervour of refreshed worshippers.

INTERPRETERS AT POLICE AND COUNTY COURTS. 
Sik,—With reference to Mr. S. Myers's letter in your issue of the 21st ult., 
I think a simple remedy could be found by appointing an official interpreter to 


each of the Courts mentioned. 
As a frequent attendant at Worship Street Police Court (where this system 


rules), I cannot at all agree with Mr. Myers, because from my experience there 


is little or no fault to be found with the manner in which evidence Is interpreted 
there. 

At Whitechapel County Court, however, I quite agree that a very different 
system is in vogue. The interpreters, amongst whom the greatest jealousy 
exists, congregaie outside the Court as early as nine o'clock. when the Court is 
sitting, and actively tout for customers, each one using every possible means to 
beat his rival. Very often Judge Bacon dispenses with the services of the inter- 
preter entirely, and explains to the plaintitf or defendant as the case may be. 
that he must speak English. This is effectual in nine cases out of ten, ‘as it 
generally happens that the interpreter has been engaged in e msequence of his 
own advice to the litigant to “say you can't speak English.” Judge Bacon. who 
is one of the shrewdest judges the County Court Bench has yet seen. is, I 
sould from his invariable practice, aware of this, and acts accordingly. 

These evils might, | think, be reduced to a minimum by the appointment of 
an official interpreter, especially as the dJudve has the power to allow the expenses 
of an interpreter.

REFORMED JUDAISM IN AMERICA. 

_ Sin,—Permit me to add a few words to the discussion concerning the rela- 
tive standing of Reformand Orthodoxy in the Judaism of the United States of 
America, which has been going on for some time in the columns of your 
esteemed journal, My only motive for doing so is the fact that, as a native 
of this Cc untry, having mussed my whole lite. with the exceplion of fl few 
years at the Jewish Theological Seminary of Breslau, Germany. in the United 
States, and having always taken a profound interest in matters Jewish. ] may, 
w ithout boasting, claim the possession of a reasonably accurate knowledge of the 
conditions under which Judaism exists in this land, and of a fairly correct 

The chief points at issue between Messrs. Frank, 
sucas and Benscher on the one side, and Professor Gottheil and Mr. Simon on 
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the other, appear to be as follows :-—1. The religious status of the Reform 
movement in Judaism, and its influence thereon, whether beneficial or injurious: 
2. The degree. if any, to which Reform is responsible for anti-Semitism. 
rhe relative importance or prominence in America of the two wings. 

Mr. Simon strenuously endeavours to establish the claims of Reform as a 
religious force, and protests warmly against what he ealls the too common error 
of confounding indifference with Reform. I regret to be obliged to differ from 
him. Long and close observation of the processes of thought of the Jewish 
mind has convineed me that there is a very close connection between indifference 
and Reform. While in isolated cases religious sentiment may have produced a 
longing fora different mode of worship or life. in which it was fancied that a 
higher spirituality could be found, in the vast majority of instances the incentive 
to Reform has been the weakening of the bonds of religious fidelity and the dis- 
appearance of the olden Jewish fervour. People do not become Reformers 
because they have grown more religious, but because they have become less so. 
It is the “ we don't want so much Judaism” spirit, the loss of Jewish earnestness 
and faith, the desire to assimilate with the Gentile and to hide the striking 
characteristics of Jewish individuality. The really earnest Jew has far too much 
reverence for his religion, far too much genuine behef in its perfection and 
sacredness to think tolerantly of the Wanton desecration which has been wroadtht 
in it by the vandal hands of so-called Reformers. He may desire the union of 
cnlture and refinement in method with the time-honoured ceremonials of his 
faith, in accordance with the true tenets of Orthodoxy, but as for the un-Jewish 
recklessness of so-called Reform he wants none of it. Forhim. the Ninth Creed 
still possesesauthority: “IT believe witha perfect faith that this law will not 
be changed, and that, there never will be another Law from the Creator. blessed 
be His name.” 

closeness of connection between indifference and Reform 
applies to all the various and multitudinous shades of the system, from Conser- 
vatism, or Moderate Reform, to Radicalism, or Ethical Culture. The 
(Conservatives, or Mod rates, are those whose reverence for the ancestral faith 
has only begun to diminish, and who are as yet only in the first stages of 
indifference ; the Radicals are those who have run through the entire gamut of 
possible changes, and have arrived at absolute indifference to everything Jewish. 
except the name. No faith in tradition, no faith in revelation. no doctrines, no 
practices, only the name Jew. The Ethical Culturists, who have lately found 
strong allies in Miss Josephine Lazarus and Professor Morris Jastrow, have yone 
the last step and dropped the name, Can there under such circumstances be anv 
doubt that Reform is injurious to Judaism? . It leads by a process which is sure 
and not even slow, to the destruction of Judaism. It is Judaism's deadliest foe. 
worse than a thousand ‘Torquemadas, it is the worm and the eanker which destroy 
the fairest fruit and flower, it is the most awful blight which has ever fallen 
pon Israel s precious heritage. Is this progress’ The Almiclity preserve you 
Enghsh Jews full many a vear from progress such as this. We who are here in 
Reform’s chief centre and citadel, and see its daily workings, realise fully what it 
is; if this be progress, this prolonged increasing decadence of Jewish fervonr 
and vitality, then were swift and complete destruction a vreater progress vet. 

As for the connection between Reform and anti-Semitism. we mav vield 
the point to Professor Gottheil and Mr. Simon, and say with the former that 
anti-Jewish prejudice in America is merely a “ social question,” and with the 
latter, that it is due to indifference. But even then it results with certainty 
that the consistent, observant Orthodox Jew would be. and is. far less likely to 
produce it than the Reformer or indifferent. who has thrown off all religious 
restraints, first, because conscientious scruples would prevent such close and 
constant contact. and thus limit the occasions of. conflict : secondly. because 
consistency of principle always arouses respect. Christians are not ignorant of 
the laws of Judaism, and on more than one occasion have expressed their 
wonderment to me at the flagrant disregard for the holv things of their faith. 
shown by the Jews who throng the hotels at the summer resorts. 

As for Professor Gottheil’s claim that Reform has made Judaism intelligible 
to Gentiles, there 1s nothing In if, A well-condueted Orthodox Synagogue, 
with translated Praver Book and English sermon, gives the visiting Gentile 
abundant opportunity to understand Jewish devotions and ideals. The Gentile 
visitor ina Reform Temple, on the contrary, always feels disappointed, It 
scems to him as though he were in a semi-disguised church, as though he did 
not see “the genuine article.” This feeling was most emphatically expressed a 
few vears ago, after a visit to the Temple Emanu-EL by the celebrated English 


priest, Who called himself, if [I mistake not, Father Ignatius. The Reform gew- | 


yaws and “attractions,” therefore, utterly fail of their purpose; in our own 
midst they have not aroused either love, sympathy, or interest in Judaism, 
while producing conditions of congregational autonomy closely akin to chaos 
and anarehy. and they have distinetly not heightened the respect for our religion 
eritertamed by (gentles who see m them chiefly it sign of weakness and a con- 
fession of inferiority, while many consider them a bridge by which gradually 
to lead the “ still-neeked” people of old into the fold of Christianity. 

As for the question of relative prominenee, | do not hesitate to sav that 
the Orthodox section of our people is to-day in America in every rehgious 
sense of the word, by far the mere important and prominent and in 
every part of the country decidedly in the majority. This is true of 
New York. as well as of other cities and towns. Professor Gottheil for one, 
who has been a New Yorker for so many years, shows a strange lack of know- 
ledge of the actual conditions. He says “ there are a few Orthodox Synagogues 
in New York, and twenty-five or thirty Chevras.” The facts are these, . There 
are approximately fifty congregations occupying buildings of their own in 
New York City. Of these, two are what may be called Radical, thirteen 
follow rituals more or less reformed, some to a very slight extent, and all the 
remaining thirty-five or more are strictly Orthodox. Of the Orthodox 
Synagogues, seven or eight, including Shearith Israel, Zichron Ephraim, Ohab 
Zedck. Kol [srael, Adath Jeshurun, Shaare Zedek and others, possess beautiful 
and stately edifices; seating a thousand or more worshippers ‘each, while 
even the smallest can easily accommodate several hundred each. As for 
Chevras. instead of the absurd underestimate of twenty-five or thirty, there are 
at least three hundre d: in faet, there 18 no means of actually ascertaining their 
number, for they are veritably is ssn upon the shore of the SOtL. and no 
man knows the number thereof. Nor are these Chevras invariably mere 
handfuls. In many instances they consist of hundreds of members who 
cannot permit themselves the costly luxury of built synagogues, and must 
perforee remain content to worship in halls and private premises.  In_ other 
cities, the conditions are exactly the same. Syracuse, with an estimated Jewish 
population of ten thousand souls, contains one small Reform Temple and seven 
Orthodox Synagogues: Butialo, with about fifteen thousand Jewish souls, 
possesses one Reform Temple and some twelve Orthodox Synagogues ; Cleve- 
land, with an estimated Jewish population of twenty-five thousand, has three 
Reform Temples and at least fifteen Orthodox Synagogues. ‘These proportions 
are the same throughout the Union. It is evident, therefore, that the prepon- 
derance of Jewish allegiance in this land is still given to the historical faith, and 
that the Reformers, of all shades, are greatly in the minority. “ But,” Professor 
Giottheil will retort, “ prominence is not a question of numbers ; it 1s a matter of 
quality, not quantity, and whatever there is of civie importance, learning or 
social distinction ameng Jews is monopolised by the Reformers.” Here again 
Professor Gottheil is only ‘partially right. 

lL refuse to admit that these qualities in themselves are at all acriterion of 
religious prominence, i have yet to learn that a banker, a professor, or a state 
official is, on that account, a mord important member of a religious Commanity 
than the humblest artisan or labourer, Svuls coutii, not Jellaré, ecivatific 


scribbling nor social graces; and, as in our American Republic, the vote of the 
merchant prince and of the lowliest toiler are of equal esteem, so surely in the 
Republic of Heaven there can be no social, financial or scientific precedence or 
superiority. This much as regards the merits of the view, but as an actual 
matter of fact, the Reformers by no means possess the monopoly of worldly 
superiority which Professor Gottheil claims forthem. Not only in the qone~ 
and Portuguese congregation, of which none has a higher opinion than I, but in 
all the Orthodox congregations mentioned in this letter and in others, are to be 
found men of wealth, learning and social standing, prominent merchants, 
physicians, lawyers and politicians of importance: and as for Talmudic erudition, 
that is almost an Orthodox monopoly. The congregation Zichron Ephraim, over 
which I have the honour to moet spiritually, contains quite a number of such 
men of prominent standing, besides a goodly list of members w>. If, neverthe- 
less, Professor CGottheil, from his professorial throne of wisdom, denies us 
“ prominence,” IT suppose there is nothing left for us to do but to bow resignedly 
to the dictates of his superior sapience, and retire submissively to the humble 
corner to which he has relegated us. 

Astothe statement that the Orthodox congregations are, to the largest 
extent. composed of recent immigrants, that is a matter which, in a country 
like this, the vast majority of whose Jewish inhabitants are immigrants of more 
or less recent date, is without significance. But there are not wanting Orthodox 
congregations whose origin, measured by the standardsof this country, go far back 
into the past. Shearith Israel is over two hundred years, Shaare Zedek about 
sixty, while many others are from thirty to fifty years in existence. I could 
criticise many other details of the statements made by the defenders of Reform, 
but it were profitless. Suffice it to say, that Orthodox Judaism, the true faith 
of our fathers, is very far from being “plaved out” in America. It is far from 
being in an ideal state, there are many evils and abuses to be remedied, but it 
holds it own, and looks hopefully to the future. Its chief danger is not in the 
ascendancy of Reform, for that appears to have passed its zenith, but in internal 
disunion and dissensions. What Orthodox Judaism in America chiefly needs is 
union, united action on behalf of the common beliefs and ideals, and the 
abandonment of the policy of separatism and individual congregationalism which 
has hitherto prevailed. Sometimes [ think that this matter ought to be of 
interest to our European brethren, and that earnest and devoted men, leaders of 
our transatlantic coreligionists should endeavour to heal the wounds of American 
Orthodox Judaism, and strive to make of its disjointed fragments a powerful, 
united and homogeneous body. They, I believe, could surely succeed and make 
of Amer:ca a most glorious member of the Jewish body religious.

JEWISH HYMNS AND JEWISH MELODIES. 


Sin.—Many of your readers attributing to me the “ Notes” on the need of 
“ Jewish Melodies” and “Jewish Hymns” which appeared in recent issues, I 
am prompted to disclaim the authorship of them, especially as there are im the 
first many points on which I disagree with the writer. 

Where you have a choir singing mensurate music in harmony, it is very 
difficult to preserve the effect of Chazonuth. What little old Hebrew melody 
they use at Berkeley Street Is largely Sill in wniaon, ithe organ alone as a rule 
supplying thesharmony. We have no organs in the United Synagogues, and our 
congrevants are not sufficiently advanced im musical taste to consent to the 
frequent use of unharmonised chants. Then, too, much of the melody of 
the old-world Chazan was emphatically. “cantillation,” that is to say, free 
recitative not reduced to a measured rhythm, and largely dependent on the 
personal equation of the.reciter. Experience shows that it is most difficult to 
teach this sort of melody to choirs constructed from the material alone avail- 
able in so many synagogues. 

The “orthodox” worshippers who “boldly declare that there are more of 
the real Yom Kippur tunes at Berkeley Street than in the places of worship 
regulated by the United Synagogue,” must, L think, be placed on the musical 
level of an esteemed acquaintance of mune who, after listening for many years 
to the chant of an excellent London Chazan, whose chief fault actually was the 
rigidity of his adherence to set melodies, told me he heard with amazement my 
explanation of the systematic construction of our (Chazonuth, is he had always 
thought the Chazan simply stood up and trolled forth whatever casual notes 
might eceur to him. Truth to Say, London Synagoyucs have no reasonable 
grounds for complaint in this regard, the adherence to the “ real traditional 
melodies” being here too unelastically striet, ifanything. What rather is lack- 
ing is variety and initiative, due largely to the comparative want of musical 
culture and imagination in the London Synagogues of a former qeneration, 

In his hints to the choirmasters, the writer of the Note is still more “out.” 
No doubt the one or two synagogues he has in mind fully justify his strictures, 
But taking a’ general view, 1 have been struck with the bold attempt of our 
choirmasters, as a class, to preserve the Jewish colour. In, for instance, one of 


‘the synagogues, where the practice of chanting Psalms in full has been so 


admirably cultivated, nearly all the new chants are based upon the old Chazonuth. 
Similar wholesome taste has been shown in other quarters.. In the new edition 
of the “ Handbook of Synagogue Music” now being prepared by Mr. D. M. 
Davis and myself, under the auspices of the Choir Committee of the Umited 
Synagogue, this preservation of old Jewish colour will be a marked feature, 
And as the new volume is, by arrangement between the Choir Committee and 
the choirmasters, to be utilised in all the Constituent Synagogues, there is 
every hope for the retention of Jewish colour in the worship music of London 
Jews. 

The employment of a wider field of Jewish hymnody is a need, concerning 
which there is far more pressing ground for agitation. Every middle-aged person 
can remember the days when the service closed without any metrical hymn. But 
itis now full time that we got bevond the stereorty pec two or three alone in use. 
My own small attempt in “ Lyra Anglo-Judaica” to extend the choice of hymn 
and tune showed that /nertia is the only real ditheulty to overcome. In the Chief 
Rabbi's reply on the points raised at the Conference of 18/2 we read that “no 
alteration should be made in the Psalms and Hymns of the Sabbathand Festival 
Services ;"’ the result being the limitation of such hymins to the Religion Class 
and “Special” Service. But we have possibly moved since then, if only in the 
direction of still further ignoring the Zemiroth, or hymns for the Jewish Table, 
which once marked the Sabbath and Festival. There can be no doubt that we are 
neglecting a most valuable souree of religious interest and edification, which 
might fill the mind of the young with wholesome iniluences and awaken Precious 
recollections in the hearts of their seniors. Every casual student of the subject 
must realise how the metrical hymn has been among the most potent instruments 
of Christian teaching, the reason lying deep in the constitution of human nature, 
which, after all, is the same in the Jew as in the Gentile.

Sir,—The comments on the above subject in the two last numbers of the 
Jewish Chronicle might be considered thoughtfully by all who have the welfare 
of our Synagogue Service at heart. Those with experience in sacred music know 
that it is to the hymn and the chant, in which the worshippers can join, that one 
must look for the “heartiness”’ of a service, The power of music, especially with 
the young, as an aid to religion, is being more and more recognised by all sects ds 
wellas by educationalists, and, unless the young can be interested in our servieos, the 
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future of regular synagogue attendance presents a rather gloomy outlook. One 
of the best means, therefore, of securing the attention of young people is the 
hymn, but such compositions are at present few and far between in our services. 
t)n Sabbaths we have Lecho Dodi, Yigdal, En Kelohenu and Adon Olam ; on 
Festivals and New Year, the last three ; and on Atonement, Yigdal, Adon Olam 
and Ki Onu—not a very large collection, it will be readily granted, for a years 
worship. These again have not exactly the character of the metrical hymns 
which are desired, for every line of Yigdal ends with 6, of Adon Olam with 0, of 
En Kelohenu with erx, and of Ki Onu also with evv. This was the custom of 
the period when these hymns were written, but to the modern ear the effect 1s 
ttorotonous and searcely agreeable. Maoz Tsur, Mi Yitneni, Yah Shemang and 
E] Nora, the first of which only is available in the Ashkenazi service, do not err 
wo severely in the above respect, there being somewhat more variety in the 
rhymes, but the rhythm of most is in places faulty, and a hymn to be quickly 
“gaicht up” should have both pleasant rhyme as well as simple and correct 
metre. The hymns of “Unity” and “Glory” do not answer the necessary 
requirements, for although they are in rhyme, they are arranged antiphonally 
and are accordingly more suited for the chant than the hymn “form. 
am. of course. only advocating some new hymns to supplement those 

mentioned above. The tunes derived from “traditional” sources could easily be 
furnished ; but even granting that we have the necessary hymns and hymn-tunes, 
unless the voung are trained to sing them, the result will not be in any way 
entisfactorv. Now. the means of interesting the children in the synagogue 
service should be the Religion Class, in the curriculum of-which synagogue music 
ought to have a definite place. Let a certain period of the class meeting be 
devoted to singing ; most children like vocal music, and not only will they be 
more interested in the lessons on religion, but they will be gradually-trained to 
take part in the services of the synagogue instead of becoming the “ listless 
apectators ” of whom you speak. At present the Religion Class, though it trains 
young people in the principles of their faith, does but little to attach them to 
the synagogue service ; it may, perhaps, make congregants, it 1s scarcely likely to 
make worshippers. 1, with many others, believe that by the aid of music our 
young people can be reached and accordingly interested in the service, but the 
singing to ss effectual must form an integral part of the Religion Class work. | 
have alwavs been a strong advocate of proverly organised, not pre IMiscuous, cong;re- 
gational singing, and the cause could be immensely promoted by the means 
suggested above. 

~ In this connection I should like to say that wherever anv setting of the 
hymns of which I have spoken, excepting perhaps Lecho Dodi, contains a solo 
—and such treatment is not unknown—the tune or solo should immediately 
he abolished, as its retention entirely destroys the hymn “form” and thus 
deprives the rer peruli of its due. 

The Psalms also should be generally chanted. either by choir throughout or 
antiphonally ; nothing seems more absurd than to have a Psalm—say Ashré— 
mumbled silently, a course which prevents the congregation from singing some 
of the best known verses of praise in the service 

With regard to Chazanuth, the * orthodox worshippers who boldly declare 
that they hear more Yom Kippur tunes in Berkeley Street than in places of 
worship regulated by the United Synagogue” are indeed rather bold ; let them 
at once disabuse their minds of the illusion. | yield to none in my admiration 
of the beautiful music provided in the Berkeley Street services, but modern 
“settings” largely predominate over the“ traditional” and toa greater extent than 
in the synagogues of the Union on Kippur. It is perfectly true that in the United 
Synagogue a good deal of the Chazanuth has gone, though the Chazan remains. 
This 1s easily accounted for ; much of the “traditional” Chazanuth is traditional 
in England only—asa familiar example let us take the “traditional” tune to 
which Yigdal is set for Friday evening—and Chazanim who mostly arrive from 
abroad cannot be expeeted to be acquainted with tunes they have never heard, 
but it must be admitted that in some cases these gentlemen have little sympathy 
either with tunes of the English or any other tradition. Nevertheless, in the 
United Synagogue we do obtain a share of the “universally traditional,” though 
we might have more. I fully agree that much of our Chazanuth is worth pre- 
serving, and I have arranged a very complete collection of what may be termed 
the “ English School,” in MS., but do not fee! equal to incurring the expense of 
publishing a work that can at best have but a limited sale. -Foreseeing the 
decadence of the “traditional” Chazanuth. I have also arranved a wood deal of 
it for the choir, as chants and versicles, and it proves extremely effective when 
sung; some of these settings are im print. The“ Adonai el Rachum,”’ arranged 
to the melody of the Benediction of Priests, is hardly necessary whilst we retain 
the ceremony to which. | cannot hi Ip feeling, the tune is absolutely allied ; by 
the way, Ldeubt if the writer of the article in vour issue of the Zist ult. would 
quite approve of the arrangement of the words in the setting he alvocates. | 
would add to your advice to choirmasters regarding traditional tunes, it must be 
borne in mind that many of those tunes are in the old. “modes” and require 
most careful and reverent handling in thei harmonisation to preserve their due 
effect. LT have always been a strong supporter of our traditional tunes and have 
rarely, if ever, used in the Choral Services over which IT have control. any 
“modern” setting, where a “traditional” one, at all worthy, could be found 
This policy is I think the best in the present stage of Synagogue Music.

Sik.—The Defender of Shechita”’ is again in our midst, He has gloriously 
fought for Judaism; he fought Israel's enemies and prevailed. 

From Warsaw comes the pleasant news that, at a conference in connection 
with the Hygienic Exhibition opened this year in that city, Mr. Tchornitzki., 
once a violent opponent of the Shechita, read a paper on “ Meat, and the Method 
of Slaughtering,’ in which he declared that Dr. Dembo’s well-known work has 
made him change his ideas on the subject, and that he has now become an 
enthusiastic adherent to our way of practising Shechitah. 

At Gratz (Austria), the local authorities, who prohibited the Jewish svstem 
of killing animals, have permitted its being practised again on perusal of Dr 
Dembo's admirable book, * Das Schichten,” presented by the local Jews. 

In Germany (Spandau), the Minister of War has ordered the introduction 
of the Jewish method of slaughtering in the local military abattoir. 

‘Twelve international Congresses have been held in Various towns of Europe 
ever since the formation of Societies for the Prevention of Cruelty to yh aean » 
At eleven Congresses, Shechitah was mercilessly attacked, and especially so at the 
eleventh Congress at Berne (Switzerland), in 1504, where the anti-Semitic element 
was strongly represented. But Dr. Dembo was also there. and his book on 
Shechita already known, and I am glad to notice a happy result that, at the 
International Congress held in July last at Budapest, not’ a single word was 
uttered in opposition to our mode of killing animals. Dr. Dembo has. as vou see 
silenced the enemy all along the line! , oe 

He gave us, in 184, his famous book “Das Schichten.” He has since 
published another remarkable work, “The Shechita and the Bedikah.” It is 
written in the sacred tongue, and is waiting to be translated inte European 
languages. Dr, Dembo’s work has been recognised and praised up to the 
skies by the French Academy of Medicine. Men like Professors Virehow. Du 
Bois Reymond, Preyer, and other great lights ef science, have hailed his work 
With praise, 
Demto's he exclusively worked for, and for 

. sacrificed five years of his existence, much to the 


detriment of his own welfare—have they, 1 ask, in any shape marked his 
great achievements? 
We know that in May last, at St. Petersburg, on the occasion of Dr. 
Dembo's celebration of his Medical Jubilee, a dinner was given by the local 
Jews in his honour. Letters, telegrams, and addresses were read, speeches 
were delivered. Ef roila tout, Among the addresses there was one from the 
Leeds Hebrew Literary Socicty. Leeds took the lead ; but none of the other 
English towns followed. But it is never too late to mend. 
Like Englishmen who know how to do honour to their heroes, whether 
distincuished on the field of battle. science or sport, Enelish Jows, I have not, 
the shahtest doubt. will know how to do honour to the “ Defender of Shechita,” 
if only the Jewish: Chronicle will condescend to open its columns for this worthy 
purpose.

REFERENCES TO JEWS IN THE GENTLEMAN'S MAGAZINE. 
Sin,—Under the title of “Hebrew-Spanish Publications in England,” an 
account was given in the Jewish Chronicle of 2nd January, 1885, of Espejo Ficl 
de Vidas, 

Concerning Gamaliel Ben Pedahzur, Gent., he is mentioned by Mr. Joshua 
Van Oven. and Mr. H. N. Solomon in the Preface to the Jews’ Free School 
Edition of the Daily Prayers—as to which I will not. anticipate Mr. Singer's 
promised continuation of his interesting paper for next year. He (Gamaliel) 
is also referred to by Viscount Amberley in his “* Analysis of Religious Belief.” 

Who was Gamaliel Ben Pedahzur, Gent.’ His real name was Abraham 
Mears, of London— 

In the year 1738 Abraham Mears, of London, being desirous to have the English to 
entertain a favourable opinion of the Jews, published in English “ The Book of Religion, 
Ceremonies, and Pravers of the Jews as practised in their Synagogues and Families,” which 
was printed for Mr. Wilcox at Virgil’s Head in the Strand. 8vo. 1738. But to conceal 
himself from the knowledge of the Jews, he called himself in the title page Gamaliel Ben 
Pedahzur. Gent. . . . I have been told that he is a very modest, good man, and that 
he is converted to the Christian Religion. ... . Signed, JONN CLEMENS. . Dated 
lith October, 1758. 

This extract is made from the G@entleman’s Magazine for the year 1758. 
Volume 28, page 46%, 

In the Same volume, pcre there is reference Liturgy printed at 
Venice about the close of the loth century, “ wherein there is a chapter or office, 
entitled ‘ Mazkir Neshamoth, or the Remembrancer of the Souls.” 3 

Inthe Gentleman's Magazine for 1762, Vol. 32, page 41%, there is to be found 
“An Extraordinary Narrative of a Cabalist, concerning Magic and Mystery,” 
which may interest students of the history of Israel Baal Shem Tob and Dr. Falk, 
although those names are not mentioned. In 1817 a pamphlet was published 
under. the title of “The Praises of Israel Baal Shem Tob.” referred to in 
“Sketches of Judaism and the Jews,” by Dr. McCaul (p. Oo). London, 183%. 

In the Gentleman's Magazine for 1750, Vol. 20, p. 6335, there is a reference to 
a Prophecy that the Jews will be reinstated in their own country and city, 
Jerusalem, near or about 1X6. 

These different references are given in the hope that they may act as an 
incentive to the Jewish Historical, or some other Socicty, to search the Gentlr- 
mans Magazine, and to publish in a volume all that relates to the Jews in this 
country, and thus a real service may be rendered to the Anglo-Jewish 
community,

THE “NEW JEW.” 
The chaotie condition of the Continental Jewish Question at the present 
yunecture is well exemplified by foretble but rather Incoherent article which 
appears in the September number of the Nineteenth Century, Dr. Emil Reich's 
paper on “The Jew-baiting on the Continent” is a fair-minded attempt to 
diagnose an undoubted disease. He does not mince words; to him anti-Semitism 
Is & persecution, neither more nor less. “Jew-baiting is no nove! phenomenon in 
history.” The method changes, not the spirit; persecution has abandoned its 
old rough fashions, but continues in more polished forms. “Now, instead of the 
club and the hatchet, is used the poison of calumny. and the scandal of accusa- 
trons, denunciations, and aspersions of crimes opprobrious and ignoble. rmerly 
there were persecutions pyr et simple, No one cared to find another name for it. 
Now there is mitism’ 

Is there no essential differenee then between anti-Semitism and the medieval 
persecution ? Dr. Reich gives precisely the same answer as Dr. Herzl. Dr. Herzl. it 
will be remembered, bases his plea for a Jewish State on the same facts which 
are adduced by Dr. Reich in reply to the query just propounded, Anti-Semitism 
is “‘ the persecution of the reformed Jew, of the emancipated Jew, of the Jew 
who is a doctor, a professor, a banker, a playwright, a journalist, a lawyer—in one 
word, of the gentleman Jew.” Dr. Herzl, like Dr. Reich, is wrong, however, in 
regarding this as a fresh fact. In medieval Spain a precisely similar state of 
aliairs arose. The Jews, who were hated by the aristocracy, were then. as now, 
“not the small Jew, the orthodox Jew, the petty trader in foreign garb and of 
strange manners.’ ‘That is to say, the Jews who aroused animosity were those 
who stood at the top of the social ladder. But when once this animosity was 
started, it did not stay at the highest, but touched the masses also. The 
“orthodox” majority in the Middle Ages were massacred and persecuted as well 
as the, socially, more successful lax Jews. Religious and racial prejudices are 
never asleep. The Church fanned Jew-hatred in the Middle Ages. and some of 
the leading anti-Semites to-day are cleries, 

At the same time there are new features in the position, or rather some of 
the old features have become more pronounced. Modern anti-Semitism is tainted 
by all the old superstitions, the calumny of the blood-accusation plaving a first-rate 
role inthe matter. The list is amplitied by the further calumny that the Jews 
“oppress the labourer, corrupt the capitalist, bribe oflicials, contaminate the press, 
mislead justice,” and, strange to add, “ by marrying Christians, deteriorate the blood 
of the Arvans;” the yet further and even more detestable falsehood that the Jews 
have interests outside those of the States in which thes dwell. and of which they 
are an organic part. Dr. Reich adds a new calumny of his own invention, but it 
is the real reply to the last-named attack. The Jews, he says, never seriously 
resist attacks. the reiwn of the Emperor Hadrian, when the Jews. broadly 
speaking, for the last time offered r al and obstinate resistance to their 
assailants, they have, asa boly, never st riously essaved to combat those that 
attacked them.” This, says Dr. Reich, is the reason why the Jews survive, 
because thi V do not resist. But does not Dr. Reich see the reason of this non- 
resistance) Tt is because, since the destruction of the Jewish nationality, the 
Jews have had no strong polttical fellow-feeling. They were not bound to their 
brethren in behef Dy the ties of soil and political unity such as moved the 
Alligenses, the Hussites and Waldenses. Yet in both the former movements, the 
Jews fought, and fought bravely, The one thing on which united hetion is 
impossible to the Jews is—combined war against the states to which they have 
The Austrian Jews will never be 
goaded into war against their fellow citizens, nor. will the French or German 
Jews. Much less could the Jews be roused into the criminal folly of a combined 
attack on Christendom, which would arouse Dr. Reich's admiration, but 1s not 
what Jews themselves think a proper return for the efforts made by many 
enlightened Christians to win for them freedom and emancipation. 
That we are doing Lr. Reich no injustice, is clear from his adm !ssion that the 
Jew 1s no coward. “The individual Jew is virile enough, ‘In no one case has 
the individual gentleman Jew refused or shirked a duel; and even in cases of 
so-called Ameriean duels, or forced suicides, no Jew has been known to co back 
on his word, All the more strange is their absolute passive resistance asa body.” 
Is it so strange? Why, this very discovery of Dr. Reich, that these brave indi- 
viduals do not combine in defence of Judaism, is the clearest possible proof that 
Judaism makes no claim on the allegiance of Jews except mm so far as the indi- 
vidual is coneerned. To the Jews as a whole, there is no fatherland as a 
whole. Each Jew has his fatherland in the country of his birth, and is no more 
ready to fight in combination against Christendom, than Christians are ready to 
combine azainst Islam. 

When Dr. Reich proceeds to declare that the Jews-are lacking in social tact, 
he will carry with hima good deal of Jewish sympathy. And here we make 
some longer quotations from Dr. Reich's pages :— 


: Ine 


‘Por there is little doubt that the main and most general canse of the dislike for Jews at 
present is their tack of.social tact. The laws of society are unwritten, because everybo ly 
knows them. They form an organised whole covering the smallest detail, the minnrtest 
eventuality. Noman can conform to them unless he has been in the habit of so doing 
from childhood onward. Tn consequence of the more or less complete emancipation of the 
Jews onthe continent in the course of the last hundred years, a very large number of Jews 
have, by entering liberal professions, received access into socicty. In the years 1876-8] 
the Jewish students at the Berlin Gymnesien (colleges) formed no less than 17 per cent. of 
the total. In 1887 the Jews furnished 10 per cent. of the students at Prussian universities 
although they formed only 14 per cent. of the population of Prussia. Nearly 10 per cent. 
of the judges in Prussia are Jews ; and at the bighest law court of the German Empire, at 
Leipsic, there are ten Jewish judges among a total of seventy-nine In single towns the 
proportion is still higher. Thus, of the fifty-seven barristers at Bresiau, thirty-one are 
Jews: and of the three hundred and sixty lawyers of the law court called LandgerteAt in 
Berlin in 1889, no less than two hundred and sixty were Jews. In the twenty-one 
universities of Germany there were, in 1888, one hundred and four Jews as regalar pro- 
fessors, that is, 8 p-r cent of the total; and of the Priratdocenten, or tutors and prospective 
professors, the Jews formed 18 per cent. In the University of \ ienna there were in 1885- 
xt} two thousand and odd Jewish to three thousand and odd Christian students. In 
Hungary and It aly, and also in France, the statistics show similarresults. . . . . And 
here ia the heavy and unanswerable indictment against the emancipated and reformed Jew: 
he is profoundly immo lest. The old orthodox Jew is perverse and uncouth if, you please, 
but he is a character. There is system and logic, and even poetry, in his weird consistency 
of forbidding exclusiveness. If properly roused he, and he alone, may still show hight _ 
real, honest, fatal fight. Me is absurd perhaps, but true. ‘There isa grand ur in his 
stintedness, and fascination in his self-inflicted isolation. The greatest of Jewish 
luminaries in science or philosophy have nearly always come from among the orthodox 
Jews. He is not immodest or forward, for he does not crave for Christian society. He is 
an erratic block on the surface of Europe. But the reformed Jew, he who abandons the 
ritual of his fathers without adopting the creed of the Christians, he who is ashamed of 
meeting his lowly and still orthodox relative, and arrogantly struts on the boulevards and 
other public places of great capitals, he is downright absurd and worthy of the lash of 
socicty. And thus far modern anti-Semitism is quite right. It was and 18 a just and 
legitimate reaction against the preposterous arrogance of the New Jew. Nor has this 
reaction been without its beneficial effect on many of these New Jews. No inconsiderable 
number of the fiercest anti-Semites have arisen from among Jews. Thus to the funds for 
the * mission’ of Stoecker, the arch Jewbaiter of Perlin, Jewish bankers of that town con- 
tributed very largely. A still larger number of New Israclites have taken the lesson of 
anti Semitism to heart, and have seriously tried to blend with the nation whose members 
But much, very much, remains to be done, and unless Christianity will he 


re

embraced by the reformed Jew, he will, it is to be feared, never quite assimilate himself | 


with the Christian. ‘This change of religion, however, is almost impossible. The central 
fact and belief of Christianity, that is the coming of salvation through and in Jesus Christ 
the Son of God, will scarcely ever be accepted by the orthodox Jews; and for the vimple 
reason that they already possess and fully believe ina medium, in another Son of God, 
through and in whom sal:ation is coming to them, namely, through and in the eummunity 


of Jews, the ‘chosen people’ whom the prophet Daniel called ‘the Son of God.’ In this 
regard too the orthodox ll is infinitely superior tothe Neologue. It being certain that 
every system of Monotheism necessarily leads toa mediator between the Godhead and 
man, the orthodox Jew, in accepting his own chosen tribe as the mediator, remains within 
the dne demesne of tbat exalted religious conespt. The reformed Jew, on the other hand, 
throws over the mediatorship both of the ‘chosen people’ and of Jesus of Nazareth, and 
yet buldly declares himself to believe in one God, He is therefore, in point of religion, no 
less absurd than in point of social conduct.” 

Here we have the incoherence to which we alluded in the opening lines of 
this review. Dr. Reich comes round to the notion that it is the Jew’'s relizion 
which is preventing assimilation. Is not this true of the Roman Catholics, too, 
in Protestant countries? Nay, is it not more true of them than of the Jews? 
The Roman Catholic has a religious centre in the Vatican: the Jew has no such 
disturbing influence to prevent him from assimilating with his fellow-citizens. 
Yet the day of persecution for Roman Catholics is over. 
shown why anti-Semitism must be regarded as more permanent than the perse- 
cution of Papists was in England. We believe that prejudice against the Jews 
must long continue to exist, but we cannot think that its present acute form on 
the Continent has in it the seeds of life. 

Let us follow Dr. Reich a step further. He rightly says that in its political 
aspects, anti-Semitism reveals the fact that the Continental peoples are politi- 
cally backward, that they have in short political reasons for anti-Semitism 
winch are the sign and result of ignorance of history and of the trend of the 
‘reat causes which will influence the fuiure. 

“And now followed with necessity, as in the case of the Jesnits, the string of accusa 
tions, all the more exaggerated the less they were founded ontrath. The Jews are the 
root of all evil; they corrupt the administration; they are murderers of children; they 
enslave the labourer and bribe all governm «nts, &c. All thia.as in the case of the Jesuits. 
In reality the Jews have, either in commerce or in other walks .of life, not done more 
harm than many another class that had, and abused the chance of power. In reality Jews 
are, as a rule, very far from rich, and any one of the rich monastic orders is far richer than 
they. as, for instance, the Pramonstratenses in Hungary, the Benedictines in France, or 
the Jesuitsin Belgium. In reality Jews have a particular and almost craven horror of 
bleod, and have never murdered children for ritual needs; several Popes have declared 
this blood accusation to be the most absurd of allegations, and in po single modern case 
have Jews been convicted for such a crime by a court of ‘aw ora jury. Yet, and again as 
in the case of the Jesuits, nothing will convince or can convince the anti-Semites, and for 
the simple reason that their existence as a strong political party depends on the belief in 
those alleged atrocities. And if all the Jews of Germany and Anstria snddenly left 
Kurope altogether, anti-Semites, far from ceasing their aritations, would continue to exist 
as heretofore. ‘They would fight the ’semitic’ element in Christians generally or in 
Tarks, Russians, or—Englisimen. This is no mere assumption. For so far have things 
anti-Semitic come to develop that the word‘ Semite.’. again, anl precisely asthe word 
Jesul quite irrespective of Jews. The large portion of 
Frenchven who cordially hate the English bave, in’ an elaborate book written by one 
Louis Martin given utterance to their firm belief that the English are Jews The anti- 
nmiites of Vienn carr on a crusade ag t! » ar Ws iif irianms at the Same 
time.  Lueger, their leader, is a Magyar-eater of the derkest dve. and his anti-Semitic 
agitations against Hungiry will before long cause serions trouble in the dual empire 

the political aspect of anti-Semit'sm on the continent is thus an um 
evmptom of the poorly dev eloped politi ‘al instinetsaof most of the continental nations. 
Should they ever reach political manhood, they will drop anti-Semitism astoo barren a 
means of great political work. The Hungarians, for instance, whose political life dates 
back to centuries before the French Revolution, have soon dropped anti-Semitism alto- 
gether. Theg ao have real political issues to work on T he y do not n ved surrogates, 
Most of the other nations on the ec omtinent, however, still nied it as a first schooiilng in 
putlic business And this isthe redeeming feature even in political anti-Semitism. It 
in‘flicates that Germans and Austrians are beginning to wake up from their inertia in 
matters public and political. Itis a preinde tosomething better. The New Jews will not 
benefit by that. They will continue to practise their policy of abstention... They wi!l not 
erystallise into parliamentary parties, and their most likely fate 1s to get swamped by the 
erthodox Jews. The sooner this will happen the better. In this well-knit and plastic 
Eurepe of ours we do not need hybrid, colourless cosmopolites like the New Jews. And if 
anti-Semitism had done nething but bring the great. question of nationality into still 
stronger relief, it has well deserved of Europe. 

Who then are Dr. Reich's “New Jews”? According to Dr. Reich they are 
not “orthodox.” Buta good many of the strictures which he brings against 
Jews socially mark the “orthodox ” Jew quite as strongly. as’ they do the lax 
“New Jew.” If the “New Jew” means the doctor, then was Maimonides a 
“New Jew”? Religious demarcation does not avail here. The mischief of 
anti-Semitism hes in the very fact which seems to Dr. Reich its justification. 
The last sentence of our quotation implies the worst kind of persecution. Jews 
are not to devi lop, nor change their relirious View S, because forsooth Jews can 
never assimilate with Christians, and the less they assimilate, the less will they 
be attacked. This is sheer incoherenee. Tlow unsound Dr. Reich's contention 
is may be proved by.a recent remark of the Spectator at the close of a long 
review of Mr. Claude Montefiore’s “ Bible for Home Reading.” The reviewer 
save: “Tf all Jews were as: Air. Montetiore, then anti-Semitism wonld be dead.” 
‘Truc, but ws Mr. Abontetiore “OrthodexJ, 

The Jews themselves need not be ungrateful to anti-Semitism. Tt ought 
to remind them that when they lose hold of Jewish ideals they stand condemned 
before the world. The best answer to anti-Semitism is for Jcws to be more 
Jewish. This is really what Dr. Reich means. The New Jews he has in 
mind are really the racial Jews who are doing nothing for the spiritual 
advancement of the world. It im not a question of orthodoxy at all. Itisa 
question of Judaism, Dr. Reich's naplied notion that the Reform movement 
in Judaisin has absorbed only the wealthy and the indifferent is an utter 
mistake. The fault lies not with Reform, but with the careless materialists on 
the Jewish side and the bigots and fanatics on the other. ‘The masses are always 
ready to “ follow my leader” in hating anybody and anything. The outcome is 
clear. The Jews must be true to Judaism, and the world will cease to persecute, 
or at all events will have to find new forms of persecution, For pointing this 
out so acutely Dr. Reich deserves our sincerest thanks. His article is thoroughly 
worth reading and considering. :

Practical difficulties, such as those to which we have alluded, 
do not, however, shadow the comforting thoucht that the New 
Year brings Jews together onée more, and brings them back 
to the synagogue, Hope springs eternal in the human 
breast, and as the New Year's dawn is weleomed in the rood old way, with 
songs and melodies made venerable by age and hallowed by ancestral associa- 
tions, with pathetic laments and joyous aspirations—what Jew but feels that 
the old Hebrew prophets were right who, though they turned to the Fatave 
for the golden age of mankind, regarded the scattered House of Israel as bound 
together by a chain for which past and present supplied the links? Thus, 
then, is the immortal hope of man typified by the Jewish New Year. But this 
hope is associated with the great eternal Judgment Day, of which the coming 
festival is alsoin a sense the exemplar. Judgment for conduct is the great 
lesson of Judaism, and the New Year preaches this lesson with more force 
than does the most powerful. pulpit utterance. One need not take literally the 
metaphorical ascription to the New Year of an annual stock-taking of men’s 
virtues and vices, of their omissions and their performances. But it is a 
healthy thought that before God man must come for judgment now as well as 
hereafter, that the Kingdom of Heaven must be won by conduct on earth, that 
the roads to God are threefold, for they lie through * Prayer, Repentance, and 
Charity.” A threefold cord this, that shall not speedily be broken, How can 
Charity fail if another aspect of the New Year is kept well in view—if it is 
made in truth a * Day of Remembrance? The unloving, the selfish man has 
a short memory, The thought of what he owes to Grod, and to his fellow-men, 
how his life is wrapped up in theirs and theirs in his, must surely save him 
from hard-heartedness. The New Year should open our hearts and make us 
more worthy of God's unending bounties.

The Central A Reuter’s Telegram, dated St. Petersburg, August 27th 
Jewish Emigras a statement, published in the MNorosti, that 
in Ot Potershute the executors of the late Baron dle Hirsch had requested the 
St. Petersburg Central Committee of the Jewish Colonisa- 
tion Association to discontinue its activity. It appeared incredible. to us that 
an instruction of this nature shonld have emanated from gentlemen who were 
named by the Baron te deal with his personal estate only, and not with the 
direction of his great Scheme of Jewish Colonisation. On this account we 
felt disposed to doubt the truth of. the Norosti a Teport, Our doubt has now 
hoon fully coufirmed. We have the highest authority for stating that the 
exeentors to the will of Baron de Hirsch have nething to de with the affairs 
of the Jewish Colonisation Association, and that the Couneil of Administra- 
tion of that Society, the only body which is competent to deal with the matter, 
has ne thought of dissols ince the Central Committee at St. Petersburg. What 
may have given mse to’ the misconception is the statement made by Herr 
David Feinberg, Director of the Central Emigration Committee, his 
return from the Argentina shortly after Baron de Hirsch’s death. Speaking 
of the progress of the Colonisation movement in the Argentina, Herr Femberg 
said that for the moment it was not the intention of the Association to recruit 
The Executive desired that the 1.100 or 1.200 
families already in the Argentine should be definitely installed, and: that the 
later arrivals should attain the same degree of perfection in agricultural labour 
as the earlier settlers. When the end aimed at had been aecomplished—a work 
of at least two years—the Emigration Committee would renew its operations 
probably in much vreater dimensions than before. | Hence, the activity of 
that Committee has been temporarily suspended—not through any peremp- 
tory directions from Paris, but as a policy of prtdence in the interests of the 
Jewish colonists already settled in Argentina,

= sooner had the Grand Rabbin of France, M. Zadoce Kahn, 
returned to town from his holidays, than a representative of the /igaro 
interviewed him on the disposition of the Paris Jews towards the Tsar and 
the kind of weleome they are likely to accord him. .The Grand Rabbin's 
replies are, as ustial, im the best of taste, and he of course guards himself 
from saving anything that might be calculated ‘to offend Russian suscepti- 
hilities, Although pained by the rigorous measures directed avainst Jews im 
Russia. he and his coreligionists consider it their duty as gor al Frenchmen and 
coud patriots to place themselves in unison with the popular sentiment. He 
does not know what the Government's Intentions are in regard to the Imperial 
visit, but he is sure that if religious solemnities are to figure on the 
programme, the Jews, who profess the same sentiments of devotion to 
the Tsar as other communities, will organise them on a similar scale. The 
Jewish community observed a funeral ceremony on the occasion of the death of 
Alexander ILL. : ‘they celebrated the accession to the throne, and likewise the 
eoronation, of Nicholas Lf.

of the Jewish community in Paris. It comprises 50,000 souls, and of these 
15,000 are Russian Jews, who have been forced to emigrate by the anti-Jewish 
legislation which restricts them to the Pale of Settlement, the principal vietimes 
of this legislation being the Jewish colony of Bessarabia. These refugees are 
honest fathers of families and intelligent and active workmen—for the 
most part cabinet-makers. Many thousands of them are employed in the 
cabinet factories of the Faubourg St. Antoine. But since the measures against 
Jews have been somewhat relaxed by the Russian authorities, many of them 
have returned to their native soil to which they are still passionately devoted. 


; ; As in London, the Russian refugees are thre principal objects 
Jewish Charity of communal charity, The 1806 Report of the Paris Jewish 
Board of Guardians, which lies before us, furnishes informa- 
tion as to the manner in which charitable work is organised 
across the channel. The finances of this institution are not at all unsatisfactory, 
considering that while the expenses for I8S95 amounted to 435.000 franes the 
receipts exceeded 437,000 frances, This represents an excess of 57,000 franes 
on the previous year. But like the London Board of Guardians. the Comité de 
Bienfaisance Isracélite de Paris has to complain that its fixed income in annual 
subscriptions is quite disproportionate to the wealth and size of the community, 
amounting to but 28,000 franes. The Rothschilds of Paris naturally figure 
as the principal contributors, the total subscriptions of the family amounting 
to 5.400 franes, this amount, franes Is a special subscription of the 
ladies of the Rothschild family for childbed-linen. About 000) franes have 
been spent in emigration and repatriation. The Paris Board of Guardians 
covers various objects which in England constitute separate organisations. 
It undertakes the care of orphans, whe are boarded out aongyer private families 
and duly visited by a Committee of Ladies. The visitation of hospitals and 
prisons is also under its charge, and it supports an almshouse for aged women 
and various refugees. An important department is engaged in the distribution 
of hot dinners to school children during the winter months. . Between 6,000 
and 7,000 francs a year are. spent for this purpose. The soup-kitchens 
also form a branch of the Committee’s work—there being one in the 
664,000 portions were 
distributed during the year at a cost of 72.000 tranes. More than 
half ot thts amount is raised by the sale oft tickets ty members 
of the community who distribute them among the poor in lien of giving 
them money. Besides the Soup Kitchen tickets, the Board has in recent 
years organised another system of ticket distribution which it hopes to 
develop very considerably, and on which it relies to effectively check the abuses 
of mendicancy. Last year the Board sold over 10,000 franes worth of such 
tickets to private individuals. Anyone applying to a private ticket-holder for 
charity is furnished with one of these tickets which he presents to the Comite 
de Bientaisance. If the Committee tind his case to be deserving thes axsist it 
according to its needs: if undeserving, the case is not assisted at all, and the 
ticket becomes valueless. This stem IS deserving of the attenti n 
of English Jews.

COLONIAL AND FOREIGN NEWS.

ALGERIA. 


The Governor General of Algeria has addressed a circular to the three 
Prefects of that colony in which he calls attention to the circumstance that 
owing to the revision of electoral lists for I8%-a certain number of Jews, of 
Moroccan and Tunisian origin. have been removed from the lst of citizens, 
Some of these Jews are in the public service, and since, as a general rule, only 
French citizens can obtain employment under the State, the Jews who have lost 
their citizenship should bo deprived of their posts. The Governor General 
divides these persons into two categories, and he directs that the first category 
(such asemployés in administrative bureaux) should be retained in their respective 
offices until they have demanded and obtained their naturalisation in the 
ordinary form. The second class (such as rural guards and forest rangers) 
must be deprived of their functions immediately, but the Prefects should 
endeavour 7, possible to give them some sedentary employment or place them 
ea disponthilite until the time has arrived when, having acquired in regular form 
the quality of French citizens, the Administration should, wherever practicable, 
reinstate them in their original situations. 


AUSTRIA-ITUNGARY. 


Maurus Jokai, the celebrated. novelist and poet, has, in unequivocal terms, 
expressed to the leader of the Liberal Party in Vienna his opinion of anti- 
Semitism. He regards it as the most dreadful disease of the present time, and 
as exercising a demoralising influence on the people. A man need only declare 
himself an anti-Semite, and the masses will follow and glorify him. Maurus 
Jokai, who lives in Buda-Pesth, regrets that Vienna has become so fanatical,

An important personality in the Jewish community of Berlin has been 
removed by the death last week of Herr Caspar Lachmann, a member of the 
City Council. He was a son of Commerzienrath Abraham Lachmann, and was 
born in 1830 at Graudenz, the Jewish congregation of which he endowed with a 
splendid institution, comprising a valuable library of Talmudical and other 
works, a school for religious instruction, a synagogue and almshouses. .

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THE JEWS IN MOROCCO. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT | 
Miu: Avaust Lorn, 


With reference to the murder of the Jewish money-changer recently, 
in Moroceo City, L have received some further particulars which may be fully 
relied upon. 

In the letter before me, my correspondent says: “It 1s customary for the 
money-changers to go to the Medina (Arab quarter) early every morning and to 
remain there until nightfall. One dav the deceased did not return. His wife 
searched for him, but in vain. Early on the morrow he was found slaughtered 
in a place called Bab Joumat, outside the town walls. His leather bag, of 
the kind worn by natives for carrying money in, had been taken away, and only 
the loose belt to which it was attached remained. When his wife learnt the 
unfortunate news, she appealed to the Court. and orders were issued to the notaries, 
to go accompanied by Kaid Wida, and examine the deceased and draw up a 
report. This done, the document was handed to the wife, and the burial of the 
body then took place. After this the widow received orders from the Court to 
apply to Kaid Wida for compensation, which orders she acted upon. But after 
making her go backwards and forwards for about a week the Governor summoned 
the money-changers into his presence and required them to tell him who the 
murderer was or who the companions were with whom the deceased had been tn 
the habit of associating, adding that he would flog and imprison them if they 
did not divulge the name of the assassin to him. They replied that if they had 
known who the murderer was, not only would it not have beemnecessary for him 
to make enquiries about him, but they would have been the first to report. him, 
for who of them would conceal him? All they knew was that the man had gone 
to the Medina, bent on his occupation, as usual, and did not return. © When this 
interview was over the Jews were sent to prison. It happened that these 
wrsons, twelve in number, had all partners who were foreign protected persons, 
They all sent word to the Governor to that effect and required him to. release 
their friends, which was done, on the very same dav, though expenses were In- 
curred by those liberated which prisoners have usually to meet on being released. 
'Fhree days afterwards the Governor sent for the Amin (chief) of the money- 
changers and required him to bring before him all his colleagues, giving him 
soldiers to accompany him to summon them. On hearing this the poor money- 
changers took fright ; some of them hid themselves, others went in sanctuary, 
and some ran away from Morocco City. The number of money-changers 
actually found was only ten. (There is here a difference of two which [ cannot 
explain). These being friends of foreign protected Persons, cid not run away, 
They were brought before the Governor, who demanded of the soldiers why 
they had brought him only ten. Had he not ordered them to bring all the 
money-changers without exception ! 
been scared and were not to be found. The Governor seeing that the ten persons 
before him were all friends of foreign protected persons, and that he could have 
no control over them, ordered them to go away until he should require them 
again. Upto the present moment the other money-changers are not to be seen ; 
they remain either in sanctuary, in concealment, or away from Morocco City, so 
scared are they. The worst of it is that the major part of these unfortunates 
are excessively poor and only earn their living by being supplied by friends with 
funds for purposes of exchange. As for the wife of the murdered man, she is 
still applying to the Governor constantly, but without any results, for that 
official puts her off from day to day. This is how matters stand at. the present 
moment. Any further news will be duly communicated to you,” which last two 
sentences I endorse to the Jewish Ch roniecle. 

It might not be uninteresting to your readers if I were now to draw a 
contrast between Kaid Wida. of Morocco City. and Kaid Hadj Ali, of Mogador. 
The latter official has been but newly-appointed. He is both Governor and one 
of the Admuinmistrate rs of (Customs, No (;overnor s nomination was ever received 
with such universal satisfaction. People of all classes and creeds vied with 
one another in their congratulations and in the expressions of the pleasure 
they felt at his appointment. And with good reason. He satisfies all demands. 
He is humane and just. impartial though severe. He is at the same time an 
enlightened and cultured man, so to speak. He has resided for some years 
abroad, and he has some acquaintance with the English and Spanish languages. 
His manners are refined and European-like. He is genial and courteous to all 
people he comes in contact with, no matter their class. Thanks to his 
rs rl qualities the tone of our population is already improving, and the 
appearance of our town is correspondingly hettered, due respectively to’ his stern 
and equitable discipline. and the sundry reforms he is having earried out in the 
way of sanitation. As instances of his enlightened ways and kindness of heart, 
I may cite the two following incidents, in both of which I have been a personal 
Witness at a distance, They may appear too trifling to chronicle, but they will 
not be thought so by those who know Morocco and can appreciate the value of 
such signs (slight as they may seen’) of the character and justice of a Governor 
in Morocco, in whose hands are the comfert, the liberty, if not the lives, of all 
the inhabitants of the city over which he rules. 

| was recently at the water-port where a large number of persons were 
gathered to witness the entry of a steamer into our bay, a sight which always 
attracts crowds of .people in a place like Mogador. It was four o'clock in the 
afternoon, the hourat which the workmen, who are now engaged in the extensive 
building operations carried on in the locality in question, under an experienced 
architect, by orders of the Sultan, conclude their day's work with a vociferous 
prayer, in response to the vibrating cries of the Muezzin on the Mosque 
minaret, who proclaims that there is no God but Allah and Mohammed is his 
Prophet. A little black urchin supplemented his invocation by aloud and hearty 
curse on the Jewish nation in general. A member of the Jewish community 
present rebuked the little black for his unkind sentiment, which had the effect 
of making him sit flat on the sands and beg pardon. He had been awed by the 
demeanour of his rebuker. Whereat a sturdy negro and fellow-labourer (both 
of them are strangers from the country) administered to him a sound kick in 
intimation of his contempt for the alteration of his juvenile confréere’s views. 
Kneouraged by this wholesome tonic the little fellow bawled out again and 
repeated his previous malediction on the Jewish nation. And the tail black. 
looking defiantly at the remonstrating Jew, said to him: “If vou have any 
en a8 to the Governor, it is of me you have to make it,” and he slapped his 
forehead, in emphasis of his identity, about which there could be no mistake. 
The gentleman addressed vouchsafed no reply, but immediately went to the 
Governor and related to him the whole occurrence. The latter cordially thanked 
him for bringing the matter under his notice. which he there and then investi- 
gated, with the result that since then the little urchin does not curse the Jews 
any more. And the responsible black does not make any more defiant ¢hallenges. 

The other instance is where certain persons of our community were begged 
to intercede with the Governor on behalf of a muscular Jew who fought another 
to the latter's disadvantage and was imprisoned for so doing. But they refused 
to interfere, telling the petitioner, the wife of the defaulter, that the Governor's 
action must have been perfeetly justified, but advised her to appeal to him 
personally, which she did, with the result that the man was liberated after two 
days punishment. 

Now if Kaid Wida were more like Had Ali, our Governor, our brethren in 
Moroces City would be very much better off. Lonly hope that our impression 
of the latter oficial will not be marred by any introduction of flogging which 
the Arabs on the coast (not the Jews) are sometimes liable to, for grave faulte ; 


The soldiers replied that all the others had. 


a barbarous mode of punishment which I trust our Governor's enlightened views 
will discountenance. 

A very sad accident occurred vesterday by which a young black, who has 
been brought up ina Jewish family, was drowned while bathing a horse at sea. 
may truthfully say that this calamity threw a gloom over the whole of Mowador, 
particularly among the European and Jewish populations, who look upon man's 
destiny in less stolid fashion than do their fatalistie Arab fellow-townspeople. 
The reason for this sad and general impression lies in the fact that the unfortu- 
nate boy was very popular, He was so thoroughly trained —~alwavs smart and 
cleanly in appearance, bright in looks, polite and deferential to all, honest and 
intelligent, and free from that insinuating and begging nature which characterises 
nearly all domestics in this country. He possessed many friends, who really 
esteemed the little fellow for his splendid qualities, and was affectionate and 
faithful to his bringers-up. Withal he was a staunch and religious Moslem, 
which the more cuhanaea the admiration people had of him. The Jewish 
family, whe were dearly fond of him, are simply inconsolable at his sorrowful 
end. As they enjoy foreign protection, the -poor black was nominally free, 
though he was too much attached to them to leave them. Nevertheless, the sad 
occurrence should point out a moral to all Jews, namely, that they should not 
have slaves, properly speaking, in their houses. Plausible arguments may be 
successively urged that all such slaves receive far kinder treatment at the hands 
of Jews than they would from many Arabs : but slavery 1s slavery, For the 
sake of that sacred principle of humanity, Jews ought net to have slaves, even 
if they are nominally free: and for the sake of sacred humanity itself, Arabs 
ought not toown them. Be they treated as loved beings or as human machines. 
slavery ought to be stopped.” But this is only sentiment, for I suppose slavery 
will go on flourishing in Morocean dominions until—whoe knows when ? 


RESTRICTIONS ON JEWISH TEACHERS IN PRUSSIA. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
Arausr, 1806, 

The restrictions which the School Beard has placed on the appointment of 
Jewish teachers have not yet been removed. Nay more, the petition with which 
the Vorstand of the Jewish community approached the Minister of Public 
Worship. on April Ith, is as yet unanswered. It is small wonder, then, that a 
rumour has gamed ground which stated that the Minister was hostile towards 
the Jews, and at one with the anti-Semitic movement. Fortunately this report 
proved to be unfounded, as may be gathered from a letter which Dr. Bosse 
addressed from his villegiatura in Carlsbad to a coreligionist. The letter runs 
aS follows : 

Carlsbad, July 14th, 1896. 

Dear Sir, 

The confidence yon place in me honours and pleases me alike. IT have met 
so many excellent.men of your faith, and have jast become acquainted with some, that, 
apart from my official duty, it would be, on my part, an unjustifiable injustice to acquiesce 
inan agitation which, actuated hy false interest, pronounces an untrue and inhuman judg- 
ment. Whatever sins individuals, within and without, have committed must not be visited. 
upon the community, which besices this has to suffer sufficiently. It will not remain so, 
“ nubiculum est, transibit.’ Only let us each do our duty, in proportion to our ability, 
whatever his position be: then it willimprove. — In this common conviction I clasp your 
hind, and remain, Dear Sir, 

Yours very truly, Bossk. 
These lines are fraught with such a tolerant feeling, and a spirit so friendly to 
Jews and Judaism, that it is to be expected the restrictions concerning Jewish 
teachers will soon be removed by the Minister of Public Worship. 

During his stay in Carlsbad his Excellency gave another proof of his friend- 
liness to the Jews by having the genial writer Stettenheim introduced to him, and 
honouring him with a personal invitation. These small signs are still deserving 
of notice in the tendency of to-day, and open up for us a brighter vista in the 
approaching New Year. But even without this it is evident that the anti- 
Semitic party is nearing its downfall: its leaders are at loggerheads, much to the 
satisfaction of all honest and noble-minded men. Let us therefore take heart, 
and trust that the New Year will eradicate the canker Anti-Semitism from our 
midst. May the words of the Minister of Public Worship be realised :— 

* Nubiculum est transibit,” 
It is a cloud, it will pass!

JEWISH LITERATURE IN 56%. 

Politics and literature are usually antagonistic. Publishers hold that books 
issued during the excitement of a General Election are doomed to failure. But 
with the literature of Judaism, the very reverse is the truth. Whenever the 
* Jewish Question ” is politically most acute, interest in the “human” branches 
of Jewish literature is most active and fertile. In the year 5656 (and, be it 
noted, the Jewish year accurately corresponds with the publishers’ year all the 
world over), the Jewish Question has once more fallen into a critical stage, so 
critical indeed that echoes of it have reached England and America—countries 
which as yet have no Jewish Question of their own. Concurrently with this, 
Jewish literature has enjoyed a popular vogue which has not fallen to its lot for 
a veneration. Not that there has been any real public support of learning or of 
learned works. On all sides, in Germany and Austria as well as in Russia and 
France, in England equally with America, complaints are ever in the air, laments 
of the lack of patrons who shall enable scholars to produce works which are 
inevitably in litthe demand, but which none the less are necessary if research and 
discovery is to proceed along its beneficent path, and produce results which the 
* people” may one day appreciate. Hence the first literary moral of 5656 seems 
to be Buy Jewish books and books on Judaism. Buy them even if you do 
not want them. Buy them if you cannot read them. For, unless you do buy 
those books which are caviare, to you, you will never get the books which suit 
your palate. In Jewish literature more than in any other, the “ popular” books 
are Hmpossible unless the dry-us-dust scholars provide the materials. 

Bat whether the books were bought or not, they were certainly printed, and 
as certainly attracted much notice. Several of them were of that happy type 
which tit in with the taste of the scholar no less than of the general reader- 
Such books are the best of all books. Among them must be named Winter and 
Wiinsehe’s Jewish Literature” in three volumes, Professor Bacher's new 
volume on the Avada, Professor D. Kaufmann’s delightful “ Memoirs of Gliickel 
von Hameln,” Mr. S. Schechters “Studies in Judaism” and his brilliant dis- 
covery of the fragment of the original text of Ecclesiasticus—in a way the 
event of the year Mr. Joseph Jacobs’ “ Jewish Ideals,” Mr. Claude G. Monte- 
fiore’s * Bible for Home Reading,” Mr. Israel Zangwills brilliant study of © Uriel 
Acosta,” HL. Weiss’s Reminiscences,” S. Buber’s Men of Name (in Cracow),” 
the second volume of Dembitzer’s “Crown of Beauty” (which three, though 
written in Hebrew, have had a large public in Russia), Professor R. Moulton’s 
* Literary Study of the Bible” and the various instalments of the “ Modern 
Readers Bible” the very readable publications of the English and American 
Jewish [Historical Societies, the volume of James Darmesteter’s essays translated 
by Mrs. Morris Jastrow, Maurice Fluegel’s The Messiah Ideal,” Wiener's epoch- 
making work on the Dietary Laws, a new edition of Darmesteter s inspired essay 
on “ Les prophetes d'Israel,” Dr. J. Hollander’s studies on Ricardo, fine lectures 
on the real import of the Old Testament by Cornill, Nowack and Orelli—whata 
sign of the times is this, when German professors take to lecturing before popular 
audiences !—Professor D. HH. Miller's magnificently courageous book on the 
Hebrew Prophets in which, with no fear of ridicule, he has maintained that the 
strophe-system of Old ‘Testament poctry is identical with that of the choruses 
in the Greek dramas. 3 


This reference to Hebrew poetry reminds me of the fact that the past year 
has been distinguished by much activity in the study of Hebrew versitication. Dr, 
Heinrich Brody's investigations on the metres used by Jehuda Halevi show the 
medieval character of Hebrew poetical form; the works of D. H. Miller, 
Professor Bickell and Dr. Dillon (° Scepties of the Old Testament”), deal with 
ancient Hebrew forms. Dr. Harkavy’s edition of the Poems of Jehuda Halevi 
(in the popular “ Achiasaf ™ series) has achieved a notable success in the former 
line, just as Professor Budde’s charming essays on the “Song of the Well” and the 
“Song of Solomon™ have done in the latter, Julius Leys work on the metre of 
Job. and Dr. A. Kaminka's unfinished edition of the Divan of Solomon Bonfed 
constitute another pair of contrasted works. The Biblical accents and other 
externals of the Hebrew Scriptures have also been the subject of much interest. 
J. M. Japhet s “Die Accente der heil. Schrift” being as popular us Professor 
L. Blau’s * Massoretic Studies ” were brilliantly learned and thorough. The study 
of the Bible in its external aspects has been much facilitated by the publication 
of Dr. Mandelkern’s laborious and scholarly “ Concordance ” to the Hebrew text, 
This work is a marvel of care and industry. and marks an epoch in literature of 
its class, Bibliography which once monopolised Jewish literature has somewhat 
languished of late. But the compilations of Zeitlin and Samuel Wiener, and 
the posthumous work of Abraham ben Elijah Wilnaamply compensate in quality 
for the lack of quantity. And Dr. Brody's new periodical has made a tine 
start. Still keeping within the lines of the artistic externals of Jewish 
literature, mention may be made of J. Weiss’ book on “ Die mustkalischen 
Instrumente in den heilig. Schriften,” with which may be compared the Rev. 
F. L. Cohen's preface to Ernest Pauer's Traditional Hebrew Melodies.” A 
good metrical translation of the Psalms into German has also appeared by F, 
Spanjer-Herford. Last, bat not least, must be named the admirable English 
translations of medieval Hebrew poems by Mrs. Henry Lucas and Miss Nina 
Davis, which have proved an attractive feature of the Jewish Quarterly Review 
during the last year. 

Indeed. there has been an unusually larze and valuable crop of work by and 
about Jewish women. It may seem Hibermian to open witha mention of Pro- 
fessor Hartwig Derenbourz’s essay on “ Moslem and Christian Women in Syria 
inthe Izth Century,” but the essay has considerable Jewish interest. Miss 
Josephine Lazarus sent a bom) into the camp of American Jews by her vigorous 
work entitled “The Spirit of Judaism,’ which does not breathe the spirit of 
Sister Emma. Nahida Remy’s “Jewish Women,” a work by a Jewess about 
Jewesses, has also appeared in America in an English-translation. The wife of 
Karl E. Franzos has written some clever tales, Miss Emily Marion Harris added 
‘ ‘Rosalind, or the Story of Three Parrots,” to the library of children’s books, 
while Lady Magnus’ “Stories of Ruth and Esther have only recently been 


noted in these columns. Mrs. Morris Joseph has contributed to the Jewish 
Quarterly, but it is to America—with its National Council of Jewish Women, its 
Miss Mary Cohen, Mrs. M. Jastrow, Miss Henrietta Szold, to name no others— 
that we must look for most promise in this direction. 


Promise—this is of more importance even than fulfilment. What then was 
the promise of 5656? What were the young men doing, what are they going to 
do! The answer is not easy, for youth and aze are terms relative to the 
scholar’s virility. Some of the most active of Jewish writers during 5656 have 
been men in the prime of their powers. Mr. Joseph Jacobs has added another 
shelf to the library of volumes written or edited by him. Professor Bacher's 
philological essays alone would account for a good year's work. Mr. Schechter 
has dene even more than his published writings account for, his “ Aspects of 
Rabbinic Theology,” his “ Midrash to Shir Hashirim” (in which he came into 
favourable contrast with Herr S. Buber), and “Studies in Judaism” by no 
means exhaust his year’s work. He has in the press the first volume of 
the Midrash Huaggadol, the publication of which will be an important 
event in Midrashic history. Dr. Guttmann of Breslau has continued his 
valuable philosophical parallels between Jewish and Christian’ thinkers. 
Dr. Harkavy has written much on many topics; his new researches on the 
Karaites being of particular moment, Here a younger scholar also comes 
to the fore; Dr. Poznanski's Karaitic Studies will be found well worthy of 
perosal, Dr, Neubauer has had a good year. His Egyptian discoveries are 
proving epoch-making in the field of medieval Jewish literature; while the 
second volume of his * Medieyal Chronicles ” contains at least one item of super- 
lative value. In Philology—which suffered a severe loss in Joseph Derenbourg 
—J. Halevy, M. Lambert, Ludwig Lazarus, Dr. Simonsen, of Copenhagen, have 
all done work of note, while Dr. Friedlinder, of Jews’ College. has added con 
spicuously to our knowledve by detecting a “short-hand ~ method of transcribing 
the Seriptures, as well as a new system of accents and vowel-signs. S. Baer, the 
Massorite, has added the Book of Kings to his edition of the Hebrew Bible. A 


Twenty-sixth edition of Gesenius Hebrew Grammar, by that prince of editors, . 


Professor Kautzsch, has recently seen the light. EE. Landau’s “ Gegensinnigen 
Worter” was an original contribution to Hebrew Philology. In a similar 
direction, M. Mayer Lambert has written several exegetical essays, besides assist- 
ing in the edition of Saadya’s complete works. Steinthal’s “Zur Bibel und 
Religionsphilosophie ” and the new edition of S. R. Hirsch’s “Commentary on 
the Pentateuch ” ably represent opposite poles of thought. In Philology proper, 
the work on the Targum has been good. Professor Strack’s “ Abriss” of 
Aramaic Grammar meets a real need. Restricting myself, however, to Jewish 
writers, & promising essay has appeared by Dr. H. Barnstein, while Lector Fried- 
mann (again to combine the young with the not so young), has written an 
informing volume on Onkelos.” 

The past year has obviously, therefore, not been the property of the voung, 
With the latter, the Essay is replacing the Book—perhans because of the lack of 
patronage alluded to above. but Professor Biichler, Dr. B. Konigsberver 
and Dr. S. Krauss have maintained their position, and others like Mr 
B. Lionel Abrahams, Dr? P. Ruben, and G, <A. Kohut are making 
forward strides. Mr. Kohut was probably the youngest contributor 
to the “Festschrift,” published in honour of the octogenarian’ Stein- 
schneider—whose intellectual vigour is as great as ever. Happily he is 
with us still, and this is comforting, though we lost Derenbourg and Joel 
Miiller during the year, and Moritz Popper besides. The last named had done 
little, but what he had achieved was so full of hopeful augury, that his loss is 
very lamentable. The eightieth birthday of 1, H. Weiss, which occurred earlier, 
was celebrated by many publications, The most. important of these was 
* Talmudical Fragments.” edited by Mr. S. Schechter and the Rev. S. Singer. 
Speaking of the Talmud, more than one attempt to translate its venerable tomes 
have been made during they year, but without much success, A new edition of 


Hamburger’s * Real Encyclopédie” may be more cordially welcomed. , Philo litera 


ture has been most fruitfully studied this year. Mr. Montefiore’s * Florilegium, 
Mr. F. Conybeare’s “ Philo on the Contemplative Life,” and Wenland’s essay on 
the same topic, Wendland and Cohn’s edition of Vol. I, of Philo’s works, Prof. 
Ryle’s * Philo and Holy Seripture,” were all able performances. The Philosophy 
of Spinoza has been the subject of some valuable essays by Professor Freuden- 
thal. Dr. M. Gaster has added an important item to the magical and mystical 
literature of the Middle Ages, by publishing “The Sword of Moses.” 


The “Chautauqua” system for popularising learning in America has under- 
taken a Biblical course. In England, the Rev. L. M. Simmons has delivered a 
Course on the History of the Jews in Spain, under the auspices of the University 
Extension Movement. Concurrently, the public lectures at Jews’ College proved 
more than usually attractive during the past session... Abroad, the * popularising” 
wave has covered other fields. Numerous Societies have sprung up, local Jewish 
history has been investigated (the best book of this class being L. Lowenstein's 
“Geschichte der Jaden in der Kurpfalz”), but the most notable fact in this 
branch of my subject has been.the improvement in Jewish school-books on the 
Continent. Dr. Maybaum’s book on Jewish Religious Education and the 
* Guide for Jewish Sabbath School Teachers” (Cincinnati) deserve honourable 
mention. Unfortunately, the same cannot be said of England, if we except Mr: 
Montefiore’s * Bible.” There has been little written this year on the Jewish 
liturgy. But the reason is obvious. The new discoverics which have come from 
Evypt and elsewhere, the Lewis-Gibson collection, and the Bodleian treasures, as 
well as the recent accessions to the British Museum, have been so bewildering that 
for the moment criticism cries a halt, and waits In vain fora new Zunz to handle 
and classify the fresh material. 

Perhaps the most noteworthy point in the literature of 5656 has been the 
growth of “Zionist” literature. The Enylish Translation of M. Anatole Leroy- 
Beaulieu’s “Israel among the Nations” has shared with Dr. Herz!l’s pamphlet on 
“The Jewish State” the honour of this revival of interest in Palestine. Among 
works on another phase of the same controversial topic may be named the Hon. 
Simon Wolf's, “The American Jew as Patriot.” Zionism proper now possesses

several organs, Palestina, ably edited by Dr, 8. A. Hirsch, being only one of many 
periodicals devoted to the colonisation of Palestine. This interest in Palestine has 
heen far-reaching. It has led to the increase of the literary output in Jerusalem 
itself, and it has greatly enlarged the circle of those interested in the new excava- 
tions being conducted by the Palestine Exploration Fund. In no former year 
have so many works been published on the geography of the Holy Land. Gaston 
Marmicr’s “Nouvelles recherches géographiques sur la Palestine,” “La Terre 
Sainte” (in the Catholic Monthly), Pierre Loti’s fictitious records, Jules Hoche’s 
chatty narrative, R. Riess’s “Bible Atlas” in ten plates (3rd edition), Buhl’s 
“Geography of Palestine,” have all seen the light within the compass of the same 
twelve months. Flinders Petrie’s Egyptian discoveries and Sayce’s “ Patriarchal 
Palestine.” as well as H. Winckler’s “ Alt-orientalische Forschungen,” belong to 
a different class of work. These bear on the great problem of Bible Criticism, on 
which it may be said the year has thrown little new light. Some interesting 
progress (by M. Eisenstadt and others) has been made towards investigating 
the germs of Bible Criticism in the Talmud, but, properly speaking, Archwology 
has almost stood still. so far as the Bible is concerned, but this is the more agreeable 
as it has given the “ Higher Critics” time to take their bearings and realise the 
true meaning of the messaye of the monuments, The controversy between Science 
and Religion has received a new impetus, Prof. Andrew White's magnum opus 
on the subject appeared opportunely, for the whole question was reopened 
during the year. Such works as Sir J. W. Dawson's on Eden—works in which a 
harmony between Science and the Bible is attempted—were numerous in 5606, 
So, too, in another branch, Biblical controversy raged with some ferocity. Sir 
H. Howorth printed in the Academy a series of truculent attacks on the Masso- 
retic Text of the Hebrew Bible, and held up the Septuagint as of superior 
authenticity. Milder, but more wholesome, food may be found in the Septuagint 
Concordance by the late Dr. Edwin Hatch and the living Mr. Redpath—a work 
which will materially assist. Bible students. Whether the same can be said of 
Haupt's “ Rainbow Bible” is doubtful; but this is at least an attractive, if not 
certainly useful, enterprise. Naturally, the contributions to Old Testament 
literature by non-Jewish scholars have been too voluminous to chronicle, Of 
Enylish works find room for Cheyne's Introduction to Isaiah” and the 
International Critical Commentary.” 


In the preeeding summary [have omitted much, from forgetfulness, and more, 
for want of space, But it would be unfitting to close without mentioning some 
of the work by Anglo-Jewish writers on. subjects which he outside the Jewish 
svhere. Mr. Joseph Jacobs has edited “ Reynard the Fox,” “ The Arabian Nights,” 
aud “ Barlaam and Joshaphat.” Mr. Israel Gollancz’s illustrated edition of “ A 
Midsummer Night's Dream” has proved as popular as his “ Temple” Shakes- 


peare. Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild’s “ French Worthies” attracted much 
notice. Mr. David Falk has published a novel, entitled “* A Cast-away of the 
Barrier.” But the most conspicuous success has been that of Z. Z. (Mr. Louis 


Zangwill), whose novel, “The World and a Man,” has been received with 
unanimous favour by critics. His future career will be watched with very cur’ous 
interest. In all that precedes the chief omission, however, has been in the field 
of science. In the records of scientific research, it is impossible for any one but 
a specialist to keep pace with Jewish work, | 


The Spectator this week, in an appreciative notice of Mr. Montefiore’s “ Bible 
for Home Reading,” speaks of the book as “a courageous and generally useful 
attempt to deal with a very difficult problem.” It approves the comments and 
explanations which accompany the text, but questions the editing which excludes 
the “tales of bloodshed and slaughter” contained in: the 
Judges,” so wholly as to lose to us the stories “of Barak and of Gideon.” The 
record of inhospitable treachery, which is the sequel of the one story, should 
hardly, perhaps, be bracketed as equal loss with the patriotism of Gideon's 
gallant three hundred in the other; but this by the way. The one quotation in 
which the Spectator indulges, and which, it thinks, should gain for Mr. Monte- 
fiore “the greatest admiration ” from “ his non-Jewish countrymen” is the long 
passage (on p. 18)) in which “the noble and necessary lesson,” the “moral,” of 
thle Book of Ruth is insisted upon. The lesson seems to be that inasmuch as 
“David, the national hero, the greatest of the kings was descended from a 
foreigner,” it “eannot be dishonour to have foreign blood in one’s veins ;” and 
the “moral,” that “fidelity is wider than race” and that “therefore the bond 
which unites Jews together is not a bond of race but of religion,” To some of 
us the lesson will Seem a little strained and the inference less than obvious. A 
swamp is “ wider” than a river—but a swamp is not necessarily more useful or 
even more beautiful than a river by reason of its width. The ideal religion is 
undoubtedly the beautiful and spiritual conception which shines out of every 
page of Mr. Montefiore’s book, a religion independent * bonds,” whether of 
race or of ritual. But, equally undoubtedly, the ideal is too sublimated 
a draught for the “every one that thirsteth.’ And Ruth, it is just to 
remember, became a good Jewess—“thy God shall be my God "—before she 
became the wife of Boaz and subsequent great-grandmother of David. The 
tender, strong-hearted Moabitess was, in truth, hardly less of a typical “foreigner” 
than of a typical daughter in law! The comment of the Spectator on its 
almiringly quoted passage seems to point to the true conclusion. “ Breathe this 
spirit into all the race,” says the reviewer, “and there must be an end of anti- 
Semitism.” He has only omitted four words, “and of the race.”

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VISIT OF DR. DEMBO TO LEEDS. 


_ _Dr. Dembo, of St. Petersburg, visited Leeds on Tuesday last. He had been 
invited by the members of the Leeds Hebrew Literary Society, through the 
President, Dr. M. Umanski, some time ago, and had promised that on his next 
journey to England he would not forget to visit the Society of which he was 
made an honorary member on the occasion of the twenty-fifth anniversary of bis 
entering the medical profession. Recently, moreover, he received a most press- 
Ing Invitation from the Executive of the Great Synagogue, Belgrave Street, 
Leeds, to visit the community. Accordingly, he arrived on Tuesday afternoon. 
In the evening he visited the Lecture Room of the Society, which is situated in 
the basement of the Byron Street Synagogue. Before passing into the Roonis 
he entered the synagogue, where he was met by the Rey. Marks Cohen, who 
chanted a greeting, and by Mr. A. Sockel, the President. After some little cere- 
mony, he blessed the congregation and wished it God speed, At the Lecture 
Rooms he received a cordial reception from the members, 

Dr. Dembo next proceeded to the Belgrave Street Synagogue, where he was 
vreeted at the entrance by the minister, After evening service, an adjournment 
was made to the Vestry Room, where a special meeting of the members had been 
convened itl ord rto present him with an illuminated address m recognition of 
the invaluable services he had re ndered to the cause of Judaism. The chair wis 
occupied by the Rev. M. Apranams, B.A., President of the Literary Society. 
who, in felicitous terms, introduced the distinguished visitor to the members. 
Phey had heard so much of him, and had followed his investigations with such 
ki en iiberest, that they had longed most ardently to behold the “ Defender of 
Sheentia,” and to accord him an enthusiastic weleome.

Dr. Diewnho, in responding, said he felt as it were in a dream. If his co- 
religionists living in the country in which he had worked for the last few years 
on the question of Shechita had thanked him it would not have surprised him 
so much. But he could never have expected to have met with such a reception 
in Leeds, in England, where he had never been and where he never thought 
that his work was so well known. He felt very happy that night. It reminded 
him onee more of the Psalmist’s ejaculation that “ They who sow in tears shall 
reap in joy.” It was indeed true that he encountered many difficulties during his 
investigations on the Sheechita, but he felt satisfied that Israel's opposers were 
quieter now than formerly : it stimulated bim and encouraged him to further 
work on the subject, and he still hoped that he would be able to prove that the 
Talmudical laws with regard to the “ Trefa” have over and above a religious or 
rational explanation, that they are dictated by the requirements of hygiene and 
are well adapted for the preservation of the Jewish race. Judaism had nothing 
to fear from attacks on this point. He compared Judaism to the sea. From 
time to time children threw stones into the sea thinking that they were making 
an opening in it. But they forgot that by the laws of physics the water in other 
places reached a higher point through this very cause, so that the level was always 
maintained. So living in one particular country and observing things one might 
sometimes think that Judaism was on the decline, but he who had an opportunity 
of visiting many countries and of becoming acquainted with different classes of 
society. must come to the conclusion that the general religious level was almost 
always and all over the same. He would not explain the reason. Perhaps it was 
because “all Israelites are surety for one another,” and a religious satel ng 
seeing that amongst his brethren there is one who appears very lax in his reli- 
rion, became for that very Penson more enthusiastic for his re and Tore 
determined to educate his son in areligious spirit. However this might be, Judaism 
would never perish as some averred, In conclusion, Dr. Dembo, in appropriate 
terms. thanked the President, Mr. D. Lubelski, and the minister and chairman, 
the Rey. M. Abrahams, B.A., for the high honour they had conferred upon him, 
and also Dr. Umanski. for the opportunity he had given him of visiting Leeds.

FAMILY CUSTOMS OF THE CHINESE AND THE JEWS.

The late war between China and Japan, and likewise the tour which the 
Chinese Statesman, Li Hung Chang, has recently made through Europe, have 
aroused a widespread desire to increase our knowledve of the Celestials, With 
the view of satisfying that desire, several works have recently been published by 
competent writers. A book published some little time ago at Shanghai, by P.G., 
Von Mollendorff, bearing the German title, “Das Chinesische Familienrecht,” 
gives some illustrations of the striking similarities that exist between certain 
family laws of the Chinese and those of the Jews. I have, therefore, essayed to 
give here a brief description of such of its contents as may, perhaps, be interest- 
mg to readers of the Jewish Chronicle, 

At the outset, we are told that*the Chinese family is somewhat like it used 
to be among the ancient Hebrews, a unit of the Chinese people, and that it lke- 
wise serves the Chinese State. as a model in respect to the way in which it is to 
be governed. It embraces, like the Hebrew mist pacha (AMBL) and the Greek 
oixos, all the members of the household, including the servants and the slaves, 
all of whom stand under one head or peter familias. The slaves. and those of 
their children that were born while they are in service with a Chinese family 
(comp. in Hebrew MWS '3"?'), are generally well treated by the members of the 
household, and oceupy, like the T32 in Biblical times, a tolerably good position, 


The next striking similiarity that exists between the family laws of the 
Chinese and those of the Jews, is to be found in their conception of marriage, 
and in some of the rites and usages thatare connected with it. it is well-known 
that, unlike some other nations of antiquity..such. for instance, as the Greeks 
and the Romans, who called marriage respectively cry: and conjuginm (meaning 
a voking tovether of two persons), the Jews have always considered it to be a 
“covenant” towhich God is witness (Comp. Mal. in, 14), and likewise a delight- 
ful union of two kindred souls. Now, the Chinese hold marriage similarly 
sacred, and their estimation of it is fitly described by one of their most famous 
writers, Liki by name, who says about it as follows: “ Marriave is the union of 
the two representatives of surnames mn friendship and love, in order to continue 
the posterity of former saves, and to furnish those who sliall preside at the saeri- 
fices to Heaven and Marth.” 


And again, just as among the ancient Hebrews, so are two kinds of marriages 
in vogue among the Chinese, viz.. marriages with wives, and marriages with eon- 
cubines. But, while the Chinese law permits a man to marry 2s many concubines 
AS he pleases, it does not allow him to tuke to himself more than one W ife who, 
like the Jewish wife in the Bible. shares the husband's rank and honour. and is 
generally chosen by the pater familivs (Comp.

age which ancient Jewish lore recommends, 
among Chinese parents in regard to marriage mm general is, to marry their chil- 
dren when their character is formed, and not to allow their daughters. when 
young, to be wedded to men who are alre ady far ad vane d in life. (Compare 
some passages in the Sirach and in the Talmud, which refpr to the same subject). 


The betrothal which, as in other countries, takes place in China before the 
actual marriage, is likewise similar in some respects to that in vouue among the 
Jews. It consists in the bridegroom giving to his bride either a present or a 
document, in the later of which he declares his willingness to take her to be his 
wife. A second document, which is somewhat like the A; fthuha of the Jews. is 
prepared by the bridegroom shortly before his marriage, and in it he stipulates 
to pay a certain sum of money which is intended to become his bride's or her 
father’s property. When the wedding day arrives, the bride is brought into the 
bridegroom's house in a closed red chair amidst musie and general rejoicing. and 
then both of them kneel before the ancestral shrine, at the conclusion of which 
ceremony they drink together the nuptial cup, The marriage feast, to which 
guests are invited, often lasts more than one day, and is thus akin to what is 


With regard to the dowry ordinarily, the Chinese bride does not bring any 
with her at the time of her marriage, but if sh ' 
in her own right, she can have it protected in the marriage contract. (Comp. 
the term fzen barzel IVD FR¥) in the Talmud). It ts worthy of notice that the 
Chinese are allowed to marry a deceased wife's sister. 


Other Chinese laws which are somewhat akin to Biblical and Talmudieal 
laws treating of the same subject are those that refer to filiallove. The latter 
may be said to be the principal characteristic of the Chinese people, as they 
regard it as the very foundation of the well-being of their familics and of 
society at large. Lqual importance is and has always been attached to filial love 
and filial piety by the Jews and their sacred records of the past, the latter 
of which frequently designate God by the endearing name of Father of all 
human beings. Filial piety, moreover, does not cease among Chinese with 
the death of their parents, for their graves are periodically visited by their 
children in springtime. On those occasions they recite certain prayers, and 
perform at the same time diverse ceremonies which are, however, unknown to 
the synagogue. 


In conclusion, it may be interesting to learn from Herrn von Mollendorff’s 
pamphlet that the term shang-ti, which is generally used by the Chinese to 
express thereby the highest divinity, corresponds exactly to the Hebrew 
PR).

An immense congregation assembled on Sunday last to witness the con- 
secration by the Chief Rabbi of the Great Garden Street Synagogue (7 Great 
Garden Street), A memorial stone was laid by Mr. Stuart M. Samuel, J.P., who 
also formally opened the building. The Synagogue ts the result of the amalga- 
mation of the following Chevras: Hope Street, Wilna (Little Alie Street) and 
the Brethren of Suwalki (Hanbury Street) Synagogues. The Service was con- 
ducted by the Rev. M. Hast, assisted by the Choir of the Great Synagogue, 
under the direction of Mr. Henri De Solla, who also accompanied on the 
harmonium, 

Before the Service Mr. Stuart M. Samuel, J.P., was —s with a silver 
trowel (made by Mr. Greenbaum, of High Street, Aldgate), on which was 
inscribed the following: “ This trowel was presented to M. Samuel, 
J. P., by the members of the Great Garden Street Synagogue on the occasion 


of the consecration on August 30, 1806—Ellul 21, 5656." The pond 
Synagogue, which was erected from the designs of Mr. Lewis 


Solomon. is constructed to seat 450 worshippers (24) men and 200 women). Mr. 
I. Silverman is the President. Mr. J. Levy the Secretary of the Building Com- 
mittee and Mr. J. K. Blank Honorary Secretary. 

A procession of Sephar-bearers passed through the Synagogue and made 
seven circuits, whilst the usual psalms were chanted. The Scrolls were then 
placed in the Ark ; after which the afternoon service was read. 

The Chief Rabbi then delivered a sermon. He took as the text of 
his dedicatory discourse Amos iv. 12. “Prepare to meet thy God O! 


Israel.” He congratulated the members of. possessing so appropriate 
and commodious structure. He was gratified to learn that they 


had been enabled to realize their long cherished project by the union of 
three Chevroth, the Suwalki, Wilna and Hope Street Synagogues. He hoped 
that their example might be followed by other Chevroth, so that spacious and 
healthy buildings might be reared in the place of narrow and unsuitable premises. 
He expressed his approval of the Benefit Societies connected with that place of 
worship, and urged them to combine Study of the Law with their Divine Service 
and Charity and especially to live in peace, harmony and goodwill, so that the

with to them. The preacher then explained his text with special 
reference to the sacred season that was approaching, implored them to comfort 
themselves in the Synagogue decorously and reverently. and impressed the fact 
npon them that the influence and effeet of this solemn season must be evidenced 
in the better ordering of their daily lives. Having enforced this teaching by a 
striking parable and by unfolding the deeper meaning of the Shofar, he ‘olfered 
uy the prayer of Consecration in which he invoked the Divine blessing on the 
congregants, 

The Prayer for the Royal Family was then recited. 

A list of donations to the building fund was read by Mr. J. E. Blank. The 
list included a donation from Sir Samuel Montagu, Bart, M.P., of £50; Mr. 
Stuart M. Samuel, J.P.. £20; Messrs. Goldreich Bros. of Johannesburg, £10 10; 
the Rev. the Chief Rabbi, £1 1s. and Mr. Lewis Solomon £55s. The total 
amounted to nearly £200, 

The service concluded with the singing of psalm el. by the Choir. 

The cost of the building was £1,500, which amount was subscribed by the 
members of the United Chevras, 
and the tablets with the Prayer for the Royal Family, by Mr. H. Israel. Flags 
and floral decorations were kindly lent free of charge by Messrs. Defries and 
Son, of Houndsditch A marble tablet in the Vestibule and the Hebrew 
inscriptions throughout the Synagogue were by Messrs. Harris and Son, of 
Beaumont Street; and the English mscriptions were by Mr. L. D. Weinberg, 
o¢, Commercial Road.

JEWISH EDUCATION IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


— 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 

The Jewish Collegiate School in Cape Town, inaugurated under the auspices 
of the late Rev. A. F. Ornstien, and under his guidance and devoted labours 
brought to so high a standard of success, has now come to a close, having fulfilled 
the best wishes of its late widely and most highly respected Principal. This 
institution was raised by him to meet the immediate wants of a very large sec- 
tion of his coreligionists resident far and wide throughout South Africa, viz., in 
Namaqualand, Johannesburg, the Orange Free State, and even in Bulawayo and 
Zululand, besides Cape Colony and Natal. 

The attendance of boarders from all these sections fully testified to the 
urgent need for such an institution, which provided a comfortable home, com- 
bined with good training and discipline, and uniting the twin-handmaids of 
Higher Education and true Religion. ; 

Both pupils and visitors, one and all, have spoken in the highest terms of the 
domestic and boarding arrangements for both sexes, boys who attended the 
Jewish Collegiate School, and girls from all parts, merely as boarders, who were 
thus enabled to attend the best Seminaries for Higher Education in _ this 
metropolis. The school examinations of the University of the Cape of Good 
Hope were the standards aimed at by. the late Principal, together with the 
matriculation and the intermediate. At the last examination held by the Cape 
University in June, 1896, four candidates out of the limited number of six passed 
the Elementary, and two of the girls the “School Higher” and one in the Elemen- 
tary, two of the boarders also did well in the Matriculation, while former pupils 
who passed their lower examination from this institution have since gone to the 
South African College and been highly successful in the Intermediate, and are 
now preparing for the next B.A. degree, | : 

Allusion may here be made to the quite unique case of a lad named George 
Isaacs, whose parents are in the far north-west of the Transvaal Republic, who 
has passed the three earlier examinations in three successive years—the Ele- 
mentary in 1804, with bursary; the Sehool Higher in 1895, also with a bursary ; 
and the Matriculation in 18%6—and, be it further noted, that three months delay 
between each of the two last years was occasioned by his having to await the 
decision in regard to the bursaries,so that there was really less than nine months 
study for each of the later examinations. ‘This reoord may be considered highly 
creditable, as having been never before, nor elsewhere, accomplished. 

Pupils and parents alike—most of the former having now left for their 
respective homes—are grieved at the young people leaving so comfortable a home 
and such kind attention and discipline, combined with the best religioys and 
educational training, the last thorough work of one great life.

THE TAILORS’ STRIKE. 


On Tuesday evening a mass meeting of workers engaged in all branches of 
the tailoring trade was held at the Jewish Working Men's Club, Great Alie 
Street, Whitechapel, under the joint auspices of the Tailors’ Improvement Asso- 
ciation and the International Pailors’. ressers, and Machinists’ Union. Fully 
an hour before the advertised time of the meeting a large crowd, consisting for 
the most part of opponents to the conveners of the gathering, assembled outside 
the hall and vigorously demonstrated their disapproval of the proceedings. 

Mr. Mark Moses, Chairman of the Strike Committee, presided, and was 
supported by Mr. J. Van Coevorden, Mr. Lewis Lyons, and other trade union 
leaders. After a brief address by the Chairman, Mr. J. Spyers moved : “ That 
in the opinion of this meeting of tailors the public attention should be directed 
towards the disgraceful and unmanly treatment received by, and the low prices 
paid to, those engaged in the trade. Also that the meeting of masters and men 
pledges itself to use every endeavour to thoroughly organise the trade for the 
purpose of improving the position of those engaged therein.” 

The resolution having been seconded and supported, Mr. Israri RovKe, a 
member of the Independent Tailors’ Union, an organisation of journeyman 
tailors who have refused to join the strike, mounted the platform to move an 
amendment. In the course of his speech he made a strong attack on Mr. Lewis 
Lyons, the general secretary of the International Tailors’, Pressers’, and 
Machinists’ Caton, whereupon the latter left his seat to protest against the 
accusations made against him, 

His appearance at the front of the platform caused a riotous scene; the 
opposition party in the hall, numbering several hundred, left their places 
and sneened the platform, Mr. Lyons being the object of their attack. Mr. Lyons’ 
supporters formed a circle to protect him, and for fully a quarter of an hour the 
platform was the scene of a Seieerehe struggle. Benches were broken, tables 
were upset, and many of the rioters badly knocked about, Mr. Lyons himself 
receiving 4 serious scalp wound from a heavy stick. He was at once removed to 
an anteroom, where bandages were applied, and a doctor was fetched to sew up 
the wound. Meanwhile, a strong force of police had arrived on the scene, and 
two or three dozen persons having been ejected, something like quiet was once 
more restored. The Chairman then put the resolution to the meeting, and 
declared it to be carried by a considerable majority. The opposition party then 
put the amendment, which they declared carried. Another scene of disorder 
followed, and eventually the police had to clear the hall.

The Chief Rabbi then delivered a sermon. He took as the text of 


his dedicatory discourse Amos iv, 12. “Prepare to meet thy God O° 
Israel.’ He congratulated the members on possessing 80 
and commodious a_ structure. He was gratified to learn that they 


had been enabled to realize their long cherished project by the union of 
three Chevroth, the Suwalki, Wilna and Hope Street Synagogues. He hoped 
that their example might be followed by other Chevroth, so that spacious and 
healthy buildings might be reared in the place of narrow and unsuitable premises. 
He expressed his approval of the Benefit Societies connected with that place of 
worsinp, and urged them to combine Study of the Law with their Divine Service 
and Charity and especially to live in peace, harmony and goodwill, so that the 
Biblical adage “the threefold cord will not be easily broken” might be realized 
with respect to them. The preacher then explamed his text with special 
reference to the sacred season that was chpopere mching, implored them to comfort 
themselves in the Synagogue decorously and reverently and impressed the fact 
pon them that the influence and effeet of this solemn scason must be evidenced 
in the better ordering of their daily lives... Having enforced this teaching by a 
striking parable and by unfolding the deeper meaning of the Shofar, he offered 
up the prayer of Consecration in which he invoked the Divine blessing on the 
congrevants, 

The Prayer for the Royal Family was then recited. 

A list of donations to the building fund was read by Mr. J. E. Blank. The 
list included a donation from Sir Samuel Montagu, Bart, M.P., of £o0; Mr.

‘FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 

The Jewish Collegiate School in Cape Town, inaugurated under the auspices 
‘of the late Rev. A. F. Ornstien, and under his guidance and devoted labours 
brought to so high a standard of success, has now come to a close, having fulfilled 
the best wishes of its late widely and most highly respected Principal. This 
institution was raised by him to meet the immediate wants of a very large sec- 
tion of his coreligionists resident far and wide throughout South Africa, viz., in 
Namaqualand, Johannesburg, the Orange Free State, and even in Bulawayo and 
Zululand, besides Cape Colony and Natal. 

The attendance of boarders from all these sections fully testified to the 
urgent need for such an institution, which provided a comfortable home, com- 
bined with good training and discipline, and uniting the twin-handmaids of 
Higher Education and true Religion. 

Both pupils and visitors, one and all, have spoken in the highest terms of the 
domestic and boarding arrangements for both sexes, boys who attended the 
Jewish Collegiate School, and girls from all parts, merely as boarders, who were 
thus enabled to attend the best Seminaries for Higher Education in this 
metropolis. The school examinations of the University of the Cape of Good 
Hope were the standards aimed at by the late Principal, together with the 
matriculation and the intermediate. At the last examination held by the Cape 
l'niversitv in June, 1806, four candidates out of the limited number of six passed 
the Elementary, and two of the girls the “School Higher” and one in the Elemen- 
tary, two of the boarders also did well in the Matriculation, while former pupils 
who passed their lower examination from this institution have since gone to the 
South African College and been highly successful in the Intermediate, and are 
now preparing for the next B.A. degree. | 

Allusion may here be made to the quite unique case of a lad named George 
Isaacs, whose parents are in the far north-west of the Transvaal Republic, who | 
has passed the three earlier examinations in three successive years—the Ele- 
mentary in 1804. °with bursary; the School Higher in 1895, also with a bursary ; 
and the Matriculation in 14{4—and, be it further noted, that three months delay 
between each of the two last years was occasioned by his having to await the 
decision in regard to the bursaries,so that there was really less than nine months 
study for each of the later examinations. ‘This réoord may be considered highly 
creditable, as having been never before, nor elsewhere, accomplished. 

Pupils and parents alike—most of the former having now left for their 
respective homes—are grieved at the young people leaving so comfortable a home 
cs got kind attention and discipline, combined with the best religious and 
educational training, the last thorough work of one great life.

THE TAILORS’ STRIKE. 


On Tuesday evening a mass meeting of workers engaged in all branches of 
the tailoring trade was held at the Jewish Working Men's Club, Great Alie 
Street, Whitechapel, under the joint auspices of the Tailors’ Improvement Asso- 
ciation and the International Tailors’ ressers, and Machinists Union. Fully 
an hour before the advertised time of the meeting a large crowd, consisting for 
the most part of opponents to the conveners of the gathering, assembled outside 
the hall and vigorously demonstrated their disapproval of the proceedings. 

Mr. Mark Moses, Chairman of the Strike Committee, presided, and was 
supported by Mr. J. Van Coevorden, Mr. Lewis Lyons, and other trade union 
leaders. After a brief address by the Chairman, Mr. J. Spyers moved : “ That 
in the opinion of this meeting of tailors the public attention should be directed 
towards the disgraceful and unmanly treatment received by, and the low prices 
paid to, those engaged in the trade. Also that the meeting of masters and men 
pledges itself to use every endeavour to thoroughly organise the trade for the 
purpose of improving the position of those engaged therein.”’ 

The resolution having been seconded and supported, Mr. Israri RovKe, a 
member of the Independent Tailors’ Union, an organisation of journeyman 
tailors who have refused to join the strike, mounted the platform to move an 
amendment, In the course of his speech he made a strong attack on Mr. Lewis 
ee the general secretary of the International Tailors’, Pressers’, and 
Machinists’ Union, whereupon the latter left his seat to protest against the 
accusations made against him, 

His appearance at the front of the platform caused a riotous scene: the 
opposition party in the hall, numbering sevéral hundred, left their places 
and stormed the platform, Mr. Lyons being the object of their attack. Mr. Lyons’ 
supporters formed a circle to protect him, and for fully a quarter of an hour the 
platform was the scene of a Seimemnie struggle. Benches were broken, tables 
were upset, and many of the rioters badly knocked about, Mr. Lyons himself 
receiving a serious scalp wound from a heavy stick. He was at ‘once removed to 
an anteroom, where bandages were applied, and a doctor was fetched to sew up 
the wound. Meanwhile, a strong force of police had arrived on the scene, and 
two or three dozen persons having been ejected, something like quiet was once 
more restored. The Chairman then put the resolution to the meeting, and 
declared it to be carried by a considerable majority. The opposition party then 
put the amendment, which they declared carried. Another scene of disorder 
followed, and eventually the police had to clear the hall. |
